BOTH’ WANT THE SAME PASTOR. 
Fallerton Avenue Church Causes In- 
dignation in Indianapolis. 
Instead of messages of brotherly love and 
spiritual amity for the worshipers of the 
Tabernacle Presbyterian Church at Indian- 
apolis to those of the Fullerton Avenue 
Church of this city, the south winds bring 
angry mutterings. In fact the Presbyte- 
rians of the Indiana town have in mass- 
meeting told their Chicago brethren they 
had better get out of the Tabernacle’s yard

The cause of this action on the part of the

** Who has called your pastor?’ replies the 
Chicago congregation. ‘‘ We haven’t of- 
ficially. But we will if we want to.” 

The trouble is this: Since the retirement 
of the Rev. John Rusk the Fullerton Avenue 
Church has been withouta pastor. The con- 
gregation is ambitious to make their church 
one of the best in Chicago, and decided, while 
securing a pastor, to get the best they could 
find. The elders looked ‘over the list of 
eligible ministers and decided on the Rev. 
J. A. Rondthaler, who has been pastor of the 
Tabernacle Church eleven years or more, 
during which time he has built up a parish 
of 1,100 persons. Heis one of the most prom- 
inent Presbyterian ministers in the West, 
and his parishioners were attached to him.

Story of a Fortune So Big It Could Not 
» Be Carried Away. 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 6.—[Special.]— 
H. W. Seldon of No. 401 Tenth street, South 
Minneapolis, is organizing an expedition of 
twenty men to search for hidden gold and 
a rich mine in Northwestern British Colum- 
bia. In 1884 the mine was discovered by a 
party of four men, the whereabouts of two 
now being unknown. 

In 1892 Billy Wilson, one of the party, 


men. Nine became discouraged early. They 
discovered the *‘ Lost Rocker ”’ claim, as it 
is called, and commenced to wash the gold.

After a long and perilous journey Wilson 
reached Leadville with $10,000 in gold. He 
‘is now in Johannesburg, South Africa, but 
he has communicated to Mr. Seldon, his 
brother-in-law, a minute description of the 
location of the mine, which is near the Alas- 
ka boundary, as well as the place where the 
two bodies lie. Hamilton Gault of New 
York was one of the original party, but he 
has no knowledge of the location of the bod- 
jes and does not seem to care to head an- 
other expedition into the dismal country.

ROBBED BY THREE THUGS. 


JAMES W. SHERIDAN LOSES $750 
WORTH OF JEWELRY, 


He Is Trvo Doors from His Own Home 
in Ashland Boulevard When a Trio 
of Highwaymen Assails Him and

Prime Minister Canovas del Castillo Makes a Statement for the Benefit of the 
American Public.

Madrid, March 6.—We have as yet no official notification of the intentions of the Amer- 


jean Government and cannot, therefore, take cognizance of or protest by note against any 
of the proceedings of the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States. We 
have taken no official notice whatever of the proceedings and speeches in Washington dur- 
ing the last week. 

Nor have we soundg( the European powers or courts regarding their support in any 

form. All we have doneistoshowtothe American Government and to Minister Taylor 
that we have endeavored to enforce respect for the American Legation and Consulates, re- 
pressing so sternly the disturbances that we have ordered the Madrid, Granada, Barcelona, 
and Valencia universities closed, and we will close all universities, schools, and establish- 
ments whose students dare to make demonstrations hostile to the United States. 
We will send to prison and prompt trialallthe authors and promoters of such disturb- 
ances. We believe they are prompted by the advanced Republicans. : 
Nothing will be omitted on our side to show our desire to preserve cordial relations with 
America. I am convinced that we possess sufficient means to quell any hostile demonstra- 
tions. The Government of Spain regretsand has made all amends possible for the man- 
ifestation already made of the indignation which the speeches at Washington naturally 
excited among the ever loyal people of Spain.

risk of being accused of submitting to outside interference, pressure, and dictation in the 
midst of a civil war. The United States area great power, and until they recognize the 
object and encourage tne aims of the insurrectionists in Cuba they are friendly to Spain. 
After the recognition of the belligerents in Cuba by the United States it would be impossible 
for the Government of Spain to accept the good offices of President Cleveland or to permit 
ohy iiverferencéwhatevay, ; 

Nevertheless i still hope some means will be found by the President to avoid alienating 
the friendly relations with the United States, which Spain has shown this week that she 
prizes highly. ‘ 

I am fully alive to the significance and the possible consequences of the vote of the 
United States Congress to the rebels as wellasto Spain in her relations with the United 
States, and especially in connection with the right of search on the high seas and in the 
matter of privateers and filibustering expeditions. 

The only new and seemingly warlike preparations yet made by Spain are made simply 
with a view to equipping a fleet of warshipsand transatlantic steamers to chase filibust- 

ers and to guard the coasts of Cuba. That is the sole object in view. Gen. Weyler having 
said that he has had enough troops, only the usual reliefs will be sen gato Cuba until 
autumn, and no naval demonstration is contemplated. 

The elections will not interfere with the action of the government, as it intends to 
conduct them in a tolerant spirit for all parties, fair representation being arranged for 
even the West Indiam constituencies. ' 

Besides in every imperial and international question the Spaniards have always shown 
@ patriotic spirit’ 

The misapprehension concerning Gen. Weyler’s character and methods as a soldier 
originated in a misstatement of facts in his career and of his assignments and instruc- 
tions. Both in Cuba twenty years ago and in the Philippine Islands since then Weyler 
has only carried out the orders of his chiefs. 

Before he left for Cuba the last time I saw and spoke to him, and approved his views. 
Consequently he has simply acted in harmony with the requirements of this war, in which 
the insurgents have not only set at defiance the rules of civilized warfare, but have vio- 
lated the provisions of the treaty of 1795 between Spain and the United States, and of the 
protocol of 1877, respecting the lives and the property of all real and alleged American 
citizens in Cuba, 

I am determined to carry out the administrative political reforms already voted by 
the Cortes as soon as the pacification of the island permits, and even such economical 
tariff reforms as may be consistent with the interests of both the colony and the mother 
country. ! 

But ft is impossible to attempt reforms during a civil war or under any foreign press- 
ure in the present condition of the island. 

When Marshal Campos was sent to Cuba as Governor-General. the government 
would certainly have allowed him to institute the reforms if he had deemed them advis- 
able. But he soon discovered that it was impossible to do so. 

We cannot admit that the slightest ground exists for the recognition of the bellig- 
erency of the Cuban insurgents, whose so-called President, the Marquis of Santa Lucia, 
and the members of his Executive Council are nomads, like the rebel bands, ever on the 
move. For instance, they were nearly surprised and captured this week by a Spanish 
column in the Province of Las Villas.

COULD PRINT IF HE DID NOT TALK. 
"Squire Woodman Delivers His Speech 
on Cuba by Proxy. 
Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special.]— 
Charley Woodman, the Congressman from 
the Fourth District of Chicago, lets few 
chances escape him. He was called to Chi- 
cago on Saturday to put some nails in his 
political fences, and so was not present 
when the House voted on the Cuban question 
on Monday. Cuba has been a pet project 
with the West Side statesman ever since he 
has been in the House and so he took no 
chances, but left with trusty friends an elab- 
orate speech on Cuba on which he had 
worked for weeks. Under the generous 
“leave to print ’”’ given by the House Judge 
Woodman’s speech was forced into the print- 
er’s basket and it appears in the Record as 
having been delivered on Monday, March 2, 
although it is a thing susceptible of proof 
that its able author was not then in the City 
of Washington.

GRIM TRAGEDY IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


Bellefonte, Pa., March 6.—[{Special.]—Will- 
iam Etlinger, an outlaw living at Wood- . 
ward, a small town near by, while resisting 
arrest killed two constables, and then, after 
attempting to murder his wife and children, 
who were barricaded with him, he com- 
mitted suicide this morning in full view of 
his captors, standing on the threshold of his | 
blazing house. — 

‘The constables, Garnia and Guistewhile, 
had a warrant for his arrest for jumping a 
bail bond last year. He returned home last 
week, but the constables learned of it only 
yesterday. They armed themselves and 
went to his house. He at first threw dyna- 
mite at them, but without effect. Then they 
broke into the house and Etlinger met them 
in the hallway and shot them with a double- 
barreled gun loaded with buckshot. 

The villagers tried to secure the bodies and 
arrest Etlinger, but he warned them to Keep 
away, and they were afraid to venture 
further. Finally, however, a big lumber- 
man managed to drag CGuistewhile’s body 
into a neighboring house, narrowly escap- 
ing a discharge of buckshot from Etlinger’s:

ng Holds a Posse at Bay. . 

A message was sent to Sheriff Conda and 
he arrived about midnight and swore in a 
posse and surrounded the house. The mur- 
derer was called upon to surrender, but he > 
answered with a shot, wounding John Mus- 
ser, one of the posse. Then Etlinger began 
to hurl sticks.of dynamite at the crowd. 

There was some talk now of firing the 
house, but the idea was abandoned because 
of the presence within range of Etlinger's 
wife and two children. 

At daybreak Sheriff Conda again sum- 
moned Etlinger to surrender and narrowly 
escaped a bullet from Etlinger’s gun. The 
posse then began to advance upon the house, — 
pushing a barricade ahéad of them as they 
went, and finally reached the front door. 

In the meantime Etlinger had run up- 
stairs, and he now appeared at a second- 
story window and dropped dynamite upon 
the men, compelling them to fall back. Pa 

Sets Fire to the House. 

By this time another party of besiegers 
was pounding away at the back door with 
a log.

A score of rifles were kept leveled at the 
open kitchen door, in apprehension of the 
murderer making a dash. Suddenly the 
smoke lifted, and by the light of the flames 
Etlinger was seen standing in the front of 
the room, seemingly deliberating with him- 
self on his next move, 

All the Bullets Miss Him. 

The heat had now become too intense even 
for the reckless murderer and he fled up- 
stairs again and threw open a window to 
get air. The besiegers fired a volley at him, 
but it seemed as if he bore a charmed life. 
Apparently he was not even grazed and he 
flred back at the crowd. } 

But the flames were destined to subdue 
him at last. His clothing caught fire and, 
seeing now that his doom was sealed, he 
rushed down-stairs, threw open the frent 
door, and shot himself dead with his re- 
volver, his body dropping at the foot ef the 
Sheriff, who had dashed forward when he 
Saw the door open. 

By this time the house was a mass of 
flames, Dut a brave deputy ran in and suc- 
ceeded in dragging out Constable Garner’s 
body, thus saving it from cremation. 

During all this time Mrs. Etlinger and her , 
children were standing near by, a witness of 
the awful fate of the husband and father. 
Twice in the last two years Etlinger almost

Despite the present serious disturbances 
there is no need to fear an overthrow or 
even a permanent weakening of the position 
of the present royal house, as public feel- 
ings hold the ministry and not the King re- 
sponsible. 

The fusion of the units of the heterogeneous 
opposition are unlikely to survive long.

ITALIAN FORTS ARE ABANDONED. 


Report That the Italians Have Been 
Forced from Their Defenses.

Rome, March 6.—[Copyrighted, @896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Little fresh news 
has reached here from Massowah, as all the 
telegraph wires beyond Asmara except at 
Keren and Kassala have,been cut.

The government also has notified the Brit- 
ish Cabinet of the probable evacuation of 
Kassala. It seems certain, owing to a-lack 
of proper food for days before the fighting 
at Adoua, the troops in many cases were ex- 
hausted on entering the combat. Competent 
authorities assert that Menelek had no in- 
tention of attacking the Italians at Ery- 
threa, as he was solely desirous of limiting 
them to this territory. >

Montora, leader of the Autonomist home 
rule party in Cuba, a brilliant lawyer, a 
Cuban devoted to the interests of the 
island, and a man of exalted character.

“IT am amazed at the speeches in the 
United States Senate. That body has a 
right to declare sympathy for the Cuban 
rebellion if it chooses, but that great states- 
men like John Sherman should employ the 
language he did passes my comprehension. 
I classed him among the first five or six 
public men in the United States in stand- 
ing ‘in statesmanship. 

“TT can say that I never heard of the 
book from which it is stated he quoted. Il 
have nearly everything published about 
the former rebellion in Cuba in my library. 
Both sides of the question are presented. 
I recall nothing published from any reli- 
able or responsible authority proving the 
frightful allegations against Gen. Weyler 
made in the Senate and throughout the 
United States. Neither have I ever heard 
the stories seriously narrated as facts by 
any responsible person. I have heard all 
manner of rumors on the subject, but 
never anything to lead me to accept them 
as true. I do not believe the charges. 


Charges Against Weyler Exaggerated. 
‘*‘T saw a recently published interview 
with the rebel leader, Maximo Gomez, in 
which he said the charges against Gen. 
Weyler were exaggerated, and that he was 
an honorable soldier. Everybody knows 
some orders were issued during the former 
rebellion which were very severe. History, 
as weil as the recollection of men, proves 
this. Gen. Weyler was not responsible for 
orders he obeyed, and by his great activity 
he made himself more conspicuous than 
other commanders. There is no good end 
to be accomplished in carrying on a war- 
fare by abusing the personal character of 
opponents. 

“There is a great opportunity for fair- 
ness by investigating and publishing the 
facts in the case of Gen. Weyler, as was 
done concerning Martinez Campos eight 
months ago. Gen. Campos was assailed 
by a portion of the press of the United 
States. Serious charges, such as cruelty 
and bloodthirstiness, were made against 
him, probably instigated by an actual! 
worker for the rebels. The World, through 
its staff ‘correspondents in Cuba, continued 
to publish the facts as to Campos’ real 
character. This action presented him in 
a true light to the American people. The 
result was, when he departed for Spain his 
name was a household word throughout 
the United) States as a just, humane, and 
enlightened statesman. The World, by its 
truthful publications, really established 
Marshal Campos in the high place of pop- 


“Gen. Weyler has, in my opinion, been 
grossly traduced. I should add, I feel con- 
fident that it is owing to misinformation, 
to an erroneous prejudice, to systematic 
attacks on him personally by interested 
enemies, that the people of the United 
States and their public representatives 
have formed a monstrously erroneous opin- 
ion about the Governor-General. The 
question of loyal politics does not enter 
into the subject. No matter whether a 
man is an ultra-Spanish monarchist, a Lib- 
eral, a home ruler, or a separatist rebel, 
there is no occasion to speak untruly about 
an individual who is in opposition to his 
views. 

Prospect of Reforms. 
‘‘Campos spoke kindly of Gomez per- 
sonally, and I have yet to hear that Gen. 
Weyler does otherwise. I see that the 
American newspapers publish charges that 
prisoners are ill-treated and killed by sum- 
mary execution. Here aggin is an incor- 
rect representation of facts. I have been 
striving for autonomy for many. years. I 
have ardently labored in the Cortes to se- 
cure all possible reforms and benefits that 
would ameliorate the condition of Cuba, 
I love my country, Cuba, and I will do all 
in my power to advance her interest.

Kurtz, the Foraker Manager, Con- 
tests the Primaries Against the Ma- 
chine Candidates and Wins with 
Biggest Vote Ever Polled There. 


Columbus, O., March 6.—[Special.}—The 
McKinley forces were defeated here tonight 
in a contest for delegate to the national con- 
vention, and Charles H. Kurtz, Chairman 
of the Republican State Executive commit- 
tee, the manager for Senator-eléct Foraker 
in the last campaign, swept the city like a 
whirlwind. 

He was opposed by Henry C. Taylor and 
FE. N. Huggins, both pronounced McKinley 
men, and the battle was fought on McKin- 
ley and anti-McKinley lines. The largest 
vote in the history of the party was polled, 
and the triumph of Mr. Kurtz is complete, 
his delegates carrying nearly every ward 
in the city. | 

The press of the city was divided in its 
allegiance, the State Journal booming the 
McKinley candidates and the Dispatch 
fighting for Kurtz. 

Last night thousands of circulars were 
distributed throughout the city in the in- 
terest of Taylor and Huggins, declaring 
that if Kurtz was elected he would do all 
could against McKinley at St. Louis. 
The result shows the anti-McKinley senti- 
ment controls at the capital, and both del- 
egates are likely to be opposed to the Ohio 
man at the national convention.

THROWS LIGHT ON JAMESON’S RAID. 


Letter from an Eye-Witness in the 
Transvaal to a Chicago Man. 
Chicago, March 5.—j{Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—A letter which [I have just received 
from one of my friends living in Johannes- 
burg, Transvaal, South Africa, whom‘ [ 
have known for a number of years, and 
whose testimony is thoroughly reliabie, 
places a different complexion on the battle 
between Jameson's forees and the Boers, 
and shows that the doctor’s forces made ? 
considerabiy better fight than is generally 
credited to them. I do not undervalue the 
generalship of Joubert, who commanded tbh? 
Boer forces, and am well acquainted with 
the marksmanship. of the Boers, on whose 
side I have been fighting against natives on 
three different ocvasions, but I am alsoa 
great admirer of the valiant doctor and his 
English troopers, and am proud of the stand 

taken by them. 


My friend writes as an eye-witness as fol- . 


lows: | 

* About 5 p. m. on Tuesday, Dec. 31, we 
first saw Jameson’s men at Randfontein, be- 
low the portage in the valley, the Boers be- 
ing quartered on the rise by the Potchet- 
stroom railWay earthworks. The Boers, 
while Jameson's --men were marching, fired 
three volleys at them, but the shots were all 
too high and passed over their heads. Jame- 
son’s men then outspanned, prepared for the 
engagement, and poured a heavy fire with 
rifies and Maxims into a large command of 
the Boers. I should think there must have 
been at least 2,000 in the commands. There 
were also shots from the seven and twelve 
pound mortars. This heavy and effective 
fire, from which the Boers had severe losses 
(thirty-eight having been killed by fhe tirst 
fire), caused the Boers to retreat, taking 
with them their wounded. The Boers about 
6 p. m. readvanced with increased force, and 
again attacked the column, some of them 
coming under cover within 500 yards. Jame- 
son’s men, who seemed to be well acquaint- 
ed with the range, again poured into the 
Boers a deadly ‘fire and repulsed them, so 
that the latter again retired. 1 had a field 
glass and saw a very large number fail. At 
this time Jameson ‘had only about nine men 
killed. Before dark (in the meantime Jame- 
son having shifted his position) the Boers 
made a third desperate attempt-with the 
whole of their forces, the bullets raining 
like hail. They were under ‘tire for about 
three-quarters of an hour, until darkness 
set in. Jameson's men again kept up a 
steady fire under very trying circumstances, 
as the men were quite worn out from hun- 
ger, fatigue, and want of sleep. ‘The Boers 
must have lost very severely in these three 
encounters. 

‘At daybreak on Wednesday, Jan. 1, the 
Boers again camé té*the attack with greatly 
increased forces, and as the doctor’s party 
had spent nearly all their ammunition and 
were terribly knocked up, they lost many 
men. 1 put down the loss of his column at 
twenty-three, besides the number of wound- 
ed, which js unknown.” 

So far my friend writes. The spot on 
which all this happened is well known to 
me, and the Boers could not well find one 
more suitable to their style of warfare; they 
took up a splendid position, and I am great- 
ly surprised that Jameson allowed himself 
to be drawn into such a death trap. The 
Roers occupied a kopje, which is Dutch for 
hill, and the doctor's forces were on*the 
plain; between both is a ravine, deep enough 
to shelter the horses of the Boers from fire, 
which ravine was also occupied by the Boers. 
It would have been impossible for Jameson 
to have crossed the ravine to scale the posi- 
tion of the Boers without every man of his 
column being shot down by the Boers, who 
occupied the whole of the surrounding 
ridges. How the surrender came about is 
now ancient history. J. B. WEINBERG.

Ten thousand people can be seated on the 
main floor of the Dome Building without 
crowding, and it probably will not be neees- 
sary to use the second floor and galleries, 
which would accommodate as many more. 
Fifteen large, light and airy committee- 
rooms are available on the main floor and 
ten more on the second floor, and the dele- 
gates and visitors will find the building cool 
and comfortable, no matter how large the 
attendance or how hot the weather may be. 

The building is already equipped with all 
the modern conveniences and lighted by are 
lights. It will be draped with flags, bunt- 
ing, and other decorations. The speakers’ 
stand will be located in the center of the 
building and the 1,335 delegates will be 
seated in semi-circles around it. Their seats 
will be partitioned off and back of them will 
be those for visitors, all being so arranged 
that everybody will have an: unobstructed 
view and be able to see and hear what is 
going on.

BOYLE LOOKS FOR ELECTION SOQN. 


Kentucky Democrats Cast Fifteen 
V otes for John G. Carlisle. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 6.—[Special.]|—The 
Republicans have united on St. John Boyle, 
and in case the unseating of Moses Kauf- 
man is carried out tomorrow and Wood 
Dunlap is seated it is said Boyle will be 
elected. The Republicans will not have a 
clear majority, the vote standing in that 
event 69 Republicans, 67 Democrats, and 2 
Populists. The Republicans are openly de- 
claring they will elect. 

Populist Poor, who voted for Hunter, and 
Edrington today voted for Thomas §. Pettit, 
late Populist candidate for Governor, which 
is the first ballot the two Populists have cast 
for the same candidate. 

Poor refused to talk of what he Intends 
to do now, but the Republicans are count- 
ing on his vote whenever he can effect an 
election thereby. They also have a faint 
hope of securing sound money Democrats. 
The only contingent in the way of Poor 
supporting Boyle is his advocacy of sound 
money, and it is believed that Poor will con- 
cede this in order to make sure of an elec- 
tion. The Blackburn forces are hopelessly 
split, and are denouncing the fifteen sound 
money men who left Blackburn today as 
traitors. The sound money men are pre- 
paring an address to the people, explaining 
their action. 

The bitterest feeling exists, and it seems 
most improBable that any of the fifteen will 
again vote for Blackburn. From three to 
five sound money men will join in voting for 
Carlisle tomorrow. 

There was probably more interest in 
today’s session than at any time since the 
first ballot taken. The result of last night's 
caucuses and the first ballot for the new 
candidate brought forth packed galleries. 
It was a foregone conclusion that the sound 
money men would desert Blackburn, and 
when the ballot was called Senator Elliston 
was first in doing so. He was in turn fol- 
lowed by Senators Noe, Salyers, Holloway, 
Smith, and Stephenson, who spoke in ex- 
planation, concluding with the statement 
that he believed there were enough Repub- 
licans who would vote for Carlisle to elect, 
which brought forth hisses from Blackburn 
men. Following him came Representatives 
Baird, Carroll, Daugherty, Violett, Walker, 
and Rice. 

Judge Robbins, a Blackburn Democrat,. 
made a bitter speech calling them all bolters 
and recreant to their trusts. 

Iix-Speaker Carroll called Mr. Robbins to 
account and created considerable excitement 
by asking for the names ofthese men. Here 
a scene smacking much of personalities en- 
sued. J. (. Speigh!, who has never voted 
for Blackburn, when his name was called 
arose and said that he wished to repel the 
attacks that had been made on him and vot- 
ed for Carlisle amid cheers. 

S. P. Witt was the last to leave Blackburn. 
He said he believed there was no chance to 
elect Blackburn, and that he therefore with- 
drew his support from that candidate and 
voted for Carlisle. 

The ballot resulted: Boyle, 63; Blackburn, 
48; Carlisle, 15; Pettit, 2. There were 128 
present and sixty-five necessary to choice.

YORK BLUECOATS.,

All Asphalt and Macadam Streets Are 
Ordered to Be Patrolled by Officers 
with Bicycles — Famous Broadway 
Aggregation Is Abolished and the 
Bertillon System of Identifying 
Criminals In Adopted — General 
News from New York. 

New York, March 6.—{Special.]|—The bi- 
cycle squad has proved satisfactory beyond 
anticipation. When spring comes all New 
York’s. asphalt and macadam streets will 
be policed by bluecoats on wheels. 

This was decided upon at a meeting of the 
Police Board today. There was also formally 
ordered the establishment of the Brtillon 
system of identifying criminals as a regular 
adjunct of New York’s police system, 

A new rogues’ gallery to replace the unsat- 
isfactory one now in use will be constructed, 
and a regulation photograph gallery will be 
established at police headquarters. The sys- 
tem, as it will be conducted in,New York, 
is on a particularly ambitious plan. At reg- 
ular intervals police representatives will be 
sent to various prisons in New York State 
and perhaps other State$ to obtain measure- 
ments of well-known and dangerous crim- 
inals about to be released. ’ 

The adoption of the Bertillon system in 
New. York is due in great measure to the 
satisfactory workings of the system in Chi- 
cago. It has long been known that New 
York officials Nave been watching with crit- 
ical eye the workings of the Chicago police 
force, and recently in a communication to 
the board recommending the adoptionof the 
system special reference was made to the 
success of the system in Chicago. 

Other measures adopted by the board were 
an increase of the bicycle squad and the ab- 
Olition of the Broadway squad, generally 
soneeeten the pride of the New York police 
orce, 


JOHN B. WOODWARD PASSES AWAY. 


New York Lawyer and Military Au- 
thority Dies. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., March 6.—Gen. John B. 
Woodward died at his home.in this city at 
midnight tonight. He was taken with a 
chill on Tuesday in his office in New York 
City and on his arrival home his disease 
rapidly developed into pneumonia. 

John B. Woodward was born in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., on May 31, 1885. He studied law 
at the Columbia Law School and practiced 
his profession until 1886. He was County 
Attorney at Memphis, Tenn.,’in 1869, and in 
1871 removed to St. Louis, where he re- 
mained until 1886, when, on account of fail- 
ing health, he removed to New Mexico, 
and in 1ISSY he settled in Phanix, Ari., rea- 
turning to Brooklyn about three years ago. 
He was President of the Third National 
3ank of New York and was also connected 
with a number of other financial institutions 
a8 a director. 6 

in 186% he became Major-General of the 
Second Division N. G., S. N. Y. Gov. Robin- 
son in 187 made him his Adjutant-General, 
in which posi he continued until 1890, when 
he resigned from the Siate Militia. 


STEERAGE RATES ARE INCREASED. 


Agents Expect a Record-Breaking 
Year in Transportation. 

New York, March 6.—The transatlantic 
Steamship companies have increased their 
rates for third-class or steerage prepaid tick- 
ets. The German lines have fixed the new 
rate at $36.50 from Bremen or Hamburg. 
The other lines are in proportion, and de- 
pend entirely on the port of embarkation. 
This is the highest figure ever reached, vet- 
eran steamship men say. The increase in 
the German lines is more than $4. 

One of the steamship agents when asked 
today why the increase Was made said: 

“There are several reasons. One is that 
this will in all probability be a record-break- 
ing year for third-class business. The steam- 
ship lines will have rnore demands for steer- 
age room than they can possibly handle 
Another reason is that the restriction placed 
on immigration, the $1 head tax which we 
have to pay the government, coupled with 
the fact that we are forced to return many 
at our own expense, has made the transpor- 
tation of immigrants unprofitable at the olg 
rate.”’ 


C.H. HOYT WANTS TO BE GOVERNOR, 


Author of “A Texas Steer” Has Far- 
ther Political Ambitions. 
New_York, March 6.—[Special.]—A report 
has reached here from Boston that Charles 
H. Hoyt, the playwright, has shifted his 
political views, turned Republican, and will 
stand for the Republican Gubernatorial 
nomination in New Hampshire, where he has 
twice served his district in the State Legis- 
lature. Mr. Hoyt is not in New York at 
present, but attending to the interests of one 
of his companies in New England. He is 
the lessee and manager of the old Madison 

Square Theater, now Hoyt’s Theater.

Clerk's Judgment of $40,000 Against 
Russell Sage Is Affirmed. 

New York, March 6.—-The Appellate dl- 
vision of the Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment of $40,000 obtained against Rus- 
sell Sage by William R. Laidlaw for injuries 
sustained by the latter in the bomb explo- 
sion in Mr. Sage’s office several years ago. 
The court also allowed Laidlaw $3,000 for 
counsel fees and costs. The decision was 
unanimous. The opinion of the court was 
written by Justice Patterson, who presided 
at the second and third trials, the one re- 
sulting in a disagreement and the other in 
a reversal. The opinion says that, after 
examining the whole case, which contained 
over 200 exceptions, covering everything 
said or done by Justice Ingraham at the 
fourth trial which was not in the interest 
of the defendant, the court is unwilling to 
order a fifth trial, and that the case is finally 
in a proper condition to be passed on as to 
the question of law involved by the court 
of last resort.

CHICAGO BAR ASSOCIATION DINNER. 
Jadge rayne Hints That He May Soon 
Be at the Bar Again. 

The Chicago Bar Association gave one of 
its dinners in the University club last night. 
A dozen Judges sat at the “ honor” table 


and fifty prominent lawyers were at the 
other tables, 


The addresses of the evening were made by 
Judge Payne, who took as his subject, “ De- 
lays in the Administration of Justice,’ and 
ex-J udge 5S. S. Page, who spoke on “ Per- 
sonal Injuries."". Both addresses were then 
discussed .in five-minute speeches. 

Judge Payne confirmed the remark he 
made in his Springfield speech, that “ the 
congested condition of the courts is largely 
Cue to the personnel of the bench,”’ and ex- 
plained the statement. In his prefatory re- 
marks he more than hinted he might soon 
be found at the bar again instead of on the 
bench. 

He read statements showing the Cirenit 
and Superior Courts were now trying cases 
that dated back to 1894 and even to 1891. 
Iie said the difficulty was not in the insuffi- 
cient number of Judges, but “ the disinclina- 
tion on the part of the elective judiciary to 
ease ae . eesae responsibility and do their 

uty.”’ % 

He offered as suggestions fn remedy: Ab- 
solutely mo conversation across the trial 
table; absolutely no discussion of the ad- 
missibility of evidence unless asked by the 
court; short arguments; when the plaintiff 
failed to make out his case the court should 
‘take the responsibility and stop the case 
right there.’ 

He said in continuation: ‘* We have more 
Judges now than we need if they would 
all walk in the middle of the road and let 
the chips fall where they will.”” He thought 
Judges should never let a verdict stand un- 
less it coincided with their opinion of 
justice. ** There should always he thirteen 
men in the jury box,”’ 

iix-Judge Page read his long and care- 
fully prepared paper on “‘* Personal In- 
juries ”’ i 
laughter and applause at his many telling: 
points. 

He discussed the body of laws bearing on 
such cases, and criticised,.the procedure. 
He said there were now $200,000 judgments 
aguinst the city for personal injuries, and 
pending cases with claims aggregating 
$10,000,000 more. The cause he said was: 
‘Everybody who ,stubs his toe goes to a 
damage lawyer who takes it on shares an 
brings suit.”’ : .

CAPT. TANNER REVIEWS THE FIELD. 


Explains How Congressman Hopkins 
May Have Gone to McKinley. 

John R. Tanner’s attention was called to 
an article in a Chicago afternoon paper to 
the effect Congressman Hopkins intended to 
espouse Maj. McKinley’s cause. Mr. Tan- 
ner said: 

“I learned this morning Mr. Hopkins had 
called his friends from Northern Illinois to- 
gether for a conference. I am not surprised 
at this announcement. I expected to hear 
he had withdrawn altogether from the 
Gubernatorial contest or attached himself 
to Maj. McKinley. 

“ There are times in politics when a man 
must act, and that promptly. Congressman 
Hiopkins appreciates to its utmost the tru- 
ism. Up to this time 5509 delgates to the 
State convention have been appointed out 
of a total of 1,335, and 100 less than a ma- 
jority—776—remain to be chosen. Mr. Hop- 
kins has the votes of Peoria County, twenty- 
four in number, instructed for him. He 
claims the ten uninstructed votes of Lake 
County. 

Figures on Delegations. 

“On the other hand, 440 delegates have 
been ‘instructed for me. I have positive 
assurances of sixty-three more that are as 
reliably for me as instructed delegates. 
That make: 308 out of 5509 delegates already 
chosen whose support I will have.- It will 
be seen, therefore, Mr. Hopkins had to do 
something, and do it soon, for at this rate 
even a novice in politics must see within two 


weeks more I would have a working ma- 


jority of the delegates to the convention 
already instructed for me.” 

‘What effect will this alleged declaration 
by Mr. Hopkins have in the campaign?’ 
was asked. 

**T do not think it willcutany figure. The 
people of Illinois are interested in the con- 
test for Governor. The sentiment of the 
plain folks in the townships is largely in 
favor 6f my nomination, and that feeling 
will not likely be influenced. by the declara- 
tion of candidates for Governor on the Pres- 
idential question at this late date.’’ 

“What action, if any, will you take to 
combat this?” 

““I shall not change my course,” replied 
Capt. Tanner. “I am a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, began my canvass as such, and wil? 
conclude the contest at the State convention 
on that basis and that alone. I have not 
seen fit to attach my humble self to the tail 
of anybody’s Presidential kite. I purpose 
to ‘win or lose on my own account, and will, 
when the battle is over, have no charges of 
bad faith to make or refute.” 


Congressman Hopkins’ Work. 


Congressman Hopkins met a number of 
leading Republicans from his district and 
its immediate vicinity at the Sherman 
House. Among the more prominent were 
ex-Senator Bent:of Whitesides, Senator 
Hunt of De Kalb, Judges Gary and Brown 
of Du Page, John C. Sherwin of Elgin, B. 
A. Dunne of Lake, A. S. Wright and B. F. 
Hloy of McHenry. 

The, county convention in McHenry will 
be called about March 27, and it will instruct 
for Mr. Hopkins, no one contesting it with 
him, The convention in Du Page will meet 
at Naperville March 14, and, like McHenry, 
will instruct for Mr. Hopkins. The Kane 
County convention meets at Geneva today. 
Mr. Hopkins will be there and makea 
speech.

Senator Kilburn'‘s Error Kills Woman 
Suffrage in Iowa. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 6.—[Special.]— 
Woman suffrage was killed in the Senate to- 
day in about ten minutes and by the mistake 
of one of the supporters of the measure. 
It is probable the suffrage resolution would 
have been killed anyhow, but its death would 
have been accompanied by a large amount 
of funeral eloquence had _ the move 
to make the question a special order for next 
Wednesday prevailed. ¢ 

It happened in this way. When the res- 
olution for a constitutional amendment con- 
ferring suffrage upon women was reached on 
the calendar Senator Kilburn, who is a 
strong supporter of the measure, moved that 
it be made a special order for Wednesday. 
Senator Carpenter objected. He said the 
House had decided the matter and there was 
no use of wasting any more time. He moved 
that the resolution be laid on the table. A 
roll-call was demanded and as the voting 
progressed Senator Kilburn kept tab on 
the call, purposely refraining from voting 
60 that he might vote on the prevailing 
side if the resolution was tabled in order to 
move @ reconsideration. In his eagerness 
he miscounted the vote, and thinking that the 
motion to table had carried he voted aye, 
when, in fact, if he had voted against tab- 
ling the vote would have been 24 to 24, and 
the motion to table would have failed. 

As it was the resolution was tabled by a 
vote of 25 to23. Senator Rowen rushed over 
to Senator Kilburn and implored him to 
change his vote, but the latter thought he 
had counted correctly until the official an- 
nouncement of the vote was made. AS soon 
as he regained himself he moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote, and in an instant 
Senator Carpenter was on his feet to move 
that the motion to reconsider lie on the table. 
This was carried by a viva voce vote and the 
question was settled. | 

In the meantime a scene that bord 
the dramatic was being enacted in mete 
of the Senate chamber. The settees. were 
filled with women who were interested .in

Government to Take Action Against 
the Cuban Resolutions in Congress.

Madrid, March 6.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The United States Minister, Mr. 
Taylor, attended at the Foreign Office today 
the first reception of the diplomatic corps 
by the new Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
Duke of Fetuan. 

The Duke repeated the friendly assurance 
given by his predecessor concerning the 
government’s determination to protest 
against the action of Congress, but to omit 
nothing to preserve cordial relations be- 
tween the two countries.

olution which passed the House has caused 
great displeasure in the Spanish capital. 

There are sharp comments on this action 
in most of the Madrid papers, which, how- 
ever, begin to advise the public to consider 
the recognition of Cuban belligerency, which 
is left to the discretion of President Cleve- 
land as a mere mater of time. They pre- 
sume he will not long delay carrying out 
the suggestions of Congress. 

The Madrid press advocates vigorous 
preparations for the impending change in 
the situation, and above all more decisive op- 
erations in Cuba. 

I am assured on high authority in official 
and diplomatic circles that neither France 
nor England has made overtures to Spain, 
or given assurance implying any censure 
of or hostility tothe United States. 


NEED DOUBLE GUARD AT BARCELONA 


Precautions Taken for the Safety of 
the United States Consulate.

Barcelona, Spain, March 6.—[{Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.j—The United States Consulate 
is doubly guarded today. This doubtless 

was for three reasons. 

First—Because anticipated agitation over 
the departure of fresh troops for Cuba.

MADRID ADVISED OF EVERY ACTION, 


Minister at Washington Keeping 
Close Tab on Congress. 

Madrid, March 6.—As a result of the pub- 
lication at El Dia that the Spanish Minister 
at Washington had notified the govern- 
ment that President Cleveland would veto 
any Cuban resolution a statement was 
made today from an authoritative source 
as to the extent of the information received 
from the Minister at Washington. 

It shows that he has kept the govern- 
ment fully advised of all actual develop- 
ments, but has not anticipated action in 
any branch. Up to the present time the 
Minister has not informed the government 
that the President will veto. the Cuban 
resolutions, nor is he informed, so far as 
the government knows, what the future 
course of the executive authorities at 
Washington will be. 

At the same time the ministry has ac- 
cess to the dispatches received by the news 
agencies at Paris, London, and Madrid, 
and some of those recent dispatches, which 
have been widely published throughout 
Europe as indicating the probable course 
of the administrative authorities at Wash- 
ington, have borne the stamp of authen- 
ticity, and have been accepted as. semi- 
official and authoritative. They have been 
regarded by officials, as well as by the zgen- 
eral public, as eorrectly forecasting the 
probable course of the Washington authori- 
ties. To these the Spanish Minister at 
Washington has not added his official ad- 
vice, nor has he stated that he has any 
assurances as to the future of the Cuban 
resolutions. 


WORK OF STUDENTS IN VALENCIA. 


Attack on the United States Consulate 
Promptly Repelled. 
Valencia, Spain, March 6.—The riotious 
demonstration which occurred here yester- 
day was caused by the parade of the stu- 
dents, who marched through the streets 
shouting: ‘‘ Long live Spain,’’ ‘‘ Down with 
the Yankees,” etc. They were joined by 
the medical and art students, and, alto- 
gether, over 1,000 young men marched to 
the United States Consulate. There they 
threw a few stones at the balcony, broke a 
window, and shouted: ‘* Down with Jona- 

than!”’ 

The gendarmes dispersed the rioters, 
whereupon they went to the French Con- 
Sulate and cheéred for France. 

Further disturbances are anticipated on 
Sunday when the students and others of all 
classes will, if the Perfect permits them, 
take part in a big demonstration against 
the United States. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—The State 
Department has not yet been informed of- 
ficially of the reported stone throwing at 
the\American Consulate in Valencia, Spain, 
yesterday, and, because Mr. Taylor has not 
seen fit to make a report immediately, it is 
believed the affair was not of a serious nat- 
ure. 

It happens, curiously enough, that the 
representative of the United States at 
Valencia, against whom this demonstration 
of national wrath was directed, is not a 
ative of our country or even a naturalized 

tizen. His name is Theodore Mertens, and 
he is an Austrian by birth, but was appoint- 
ed United States Consular Agent at Valen- 
cia in 1889 from Spain. In other words, he 
was chosen as a reputable citizen of the 
place to look after our commercial interests 
there because no American citizen of the 
requisite character could be induced to as- 
sume the duties for the smal] compensation 
paid, amounting last year to $135.50, includ- 
ing all fees.

President Orrington Lunt of the Board of 

Trustees of Northwestern University denies 

that institution is crippled financially, and 

unable to pay its bills, and says its present 
embarrassment is simply due to the cutting 
off of one source of revenue. 

This report was due to the published in- 
terview with Dr. R. D. Sheppard, business 
agent of the university, in one of the local 
papers, in which he said since the university 
had been deprived of the income from the 
Grand Pacific Hotel property it/was un- 
able to maintain the ordinary expenses of 
the literary departments, and would have to 
oall on friends for subscriptions. 

“* What truth is there in that?’ Mr. Lunt 
was asked. 

“It is true enough,” Mr. Lunt replied, 
“except for the inference which might be 
drawn from it. In that sense it is mislead- 
ing. Of course we feel the loss of the $54,000 
a year which the Grand Pacific Hotel prop- 
erty was paying. Mr. William Deering has 
promised us $15,000 if others will subscribe 
the balance of the $54,000. 

‘We have plenty of money to meet our 
current bills, but we do not want to cut into 
what we consider a permanent endowment.” 

‘What is to be done abou: the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel property? ”’ 

“The Executive committee, which has 
control of that, has decided not to build. 
Meantime, we are having propositions from 
persons who wish to lease it, and will un- 
doubtedly make that disposition of it soon.”’

Civie Federation to Keep a Record of 
the Cable Trains. 

Some time next week the Civic Federation 
will place men at down-town street corners 
to keep a record of all street cars on the 
principal lines to see whether they are crowd- 
ed or not. The data collected will be sub- 
mitted at the next meeting of the Federation 
and a request will probably be made then for 
better transportation facilities. 

One man will be stationed: near the Sher- 
man House to count the North Side cables 
and to note the number of trailers. One at 
the Washington street tunnel will see the 
West Side cars and men at Van Buren street 
will watch those on the South Side. 

S. S. Greeley, Chairman of the Federation 
committee on this subject, said yesterday: 
‘* We will start a count much as THE TRIB-

trailers were run on each North Side train 
and 10 per cent more trains run the company 
could accommodate 40 per cent more pas- 
sengers. One of his plans is to divide the 
long seats extending on each side of the cars 
into “places for, say, four persons each, by 
means of narrow rods. extending from the 
seat to the ceiling. This he suggested a year 
ago to the North Side company, but it was 
ignored.

His Creditors Form an Association to 
Secure Their Claims. 

Creditors of Lazarus Silverman formed an 
association last night for the purpose of 
prosecuting their claims in the courts.

PIT OF SCALDING WATER. 


ONE MAN DEAD, ANOTHER MAY DIE, 
AND SEVEN BADLY BURNED, 


Explosion of a Steampipe in the Base- 
ment of the Troy Laundry Machin- 
ery Company, No. 399 Fifth Avenue, 
Causes a Frightful Accident—La- 
borers Have No Time to Get Out of 
the Way—Killed and Injured—How 
the Disaster Happened. 


One man who has already died, two men 
who it is believed will die, and seven others 
whose injuries are serious were scalded 
yesterday afternoon by steam and water in 
an explosion of a steam pipe at the works 
of the Troy Laundry Machinery company, 
No. 399 Fifth avenue. 

The men were digging a pit in the basement 
of the building, where a new steam engine 
was to be placed, and it is thought one of 
the picks struck an exhaust steam pipe 
overhead and broke it. Steam and water 
poured from the boiler into the pit and 
soon filled it. The men scrambled out, but 
while doing so all were scalded.

Dies at the Hospital. 

A call was made for ambulances as soon 
as the police arrived on the scene, and patrol 
Wagons, provided with cots, from the First, 
Second, and Fourth Precincts and the am- 
bulance from the Thirty-eighth Precinct 
took the injured, to the County, Hospital. 
The men were so blackened it was sup- 
posed at first they were not seriously burned. 
AS soon as they arrived at the hospital, how- 
ever, the serious nature of their injuries 
was discovered. Within an hour after his 
arrival F. W. Gratt died in great agony. 

Theodore Hubbard was scalded so the flesh 
on his face came off, and it is) thought his 
eyesight is destroyed. His recovery is con- 
sidered doubtful. 

The engine that caused the disaster is of 
sixty horse-power, with tubular boiler. It 
is used to drive wood-working machinery 
in the basement. It was inspected a month 
ago and found to bein good condition. Ex- 
cept for the shattered elbow joint there is 
nothing now the matter with it. 


Scaided by Hot Water. 


The pit was intended to be made eight feet 
deep, but the work wasincomplete. Someof 
the men were digging and others removing 
the clayin barrows. When the explosion oc- 
curred nearly all of the men were able to 
get out of the pit, but not before the steam 
and scalding water came on them. The 
boiler emptied itself into the pit, which was 
completely filled. 

When the employés of the company at work 
in other parts of the basement and the floor 
above heard the cries of the scalded men 
they rushed to the rescue, but owing to the 
steam and hot water had much difficulty in 
giving help. The crowd which formed in the 
street outside the building as the news of 
the disaster spread brought Policeman 
Walsh of the Second Precinct to the spot, 
and he called for ambulances. A call for 
the Fire Department was also sent. 

Suffering Is Intense, 

By the time the police and firemen ar- 
rived the steam had been exhausted, and 
it was possible to attend to the injured. 
Gratt had suffered terribly by the steam, 
to which every part of his body was ex- 
He and Hubbard had been working 
near the steampipe when the accident oc- 
curred, and both were deluged with the 
scalding water. 

Engineer Grant tried to shut off the steam 
from the broken pipe, but could do noth- 
ing to stop it, and during the attempt was 
badly burned.

London, March 6.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.|]--The triumph of en- 
terprise in securing for exclusive publica- 
tion in all the world the proclamation of 
Emilo Castelar is echoed in all the after-

London, 
in the course of a conversation on the enter- 
prise, after his return from the levee of the 
Prince of Wales yesterday, expressed grat- 
ification at the tenor of the message of Sefior 
Castelar.

am a Monarchist, but Castelar is one of my 
greatest friends, and his patriotism 
never been doubted, not even by his bitterest 
political opponents in Spain.

‘* IT believe the effect of his message will be 
beneficial and wHl go a long way toward 
stopping the flood of jingoism in the United 
States.”

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GENERAL CONDITION IS REPORTED 
FINE, BUT ACREAGE DECREASBD. 


Reports to “The Tribune” from 
Points in Illinois, Iowa, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Missouri, and Kansas Show the 
Grain Has Wintered Well Except 
in Indiana—Chief Danger Now Is 
from a Severe Cold Snap—Farmers 
Jubilant Over the Outlook. 

Reports to THe TRIPUNE from points in 
TIilinois, Indiana, lowa, Ohio, Missouri, and 
Kansas indicate the winter wheat is in 
generally good condition, with a iecreased 
acreage. Indiana is the only striking excep- 
tion, where it is reported the wheat has not 
wintered well. The reports in detail follow.

REPORTS CONFLICTING FROM OHIO, 


State Agricultaral Society Finds the 
General Condition Good, 
Columbus, O., March 6.—Special.|—Advices 
to agricultural headquarters concerning the 
present condition of winter wheat are to the 
effect that the stand is an excellent one, and 
from present prospects the crop wil! be 
fully up to the average in this State. The 
only thing yet to be feared is the alternate 
freezing and thawing of the present month. 
That ifintoomuch evidence is likely to throw 
the roots out of the ground and kill them. 
The winter so far has been especially favor- 
able to the growth of the plant, the temper- 
ate weather allowing it to take good root, 
in a few 
isolated places, the outlook more than 
favorable.

Cincinnati, ©., March 6.—|Special.|—The 
last week has been unfavorable to winter 
wheat in this State on account of the freez- 
ing weather. in West Central Ohio it is es- 
timated at from one-fourth to one-half crop. 
In Southeastern Ohio the stand is poor and 
the crop badly frozen. In Central Ohio the 
crop is from 25 to 50 per cent below the ay 
erage, and what there is of it is not gn il. 
In Eastern Ohio the cold weather did seri- 
ous damage to the crop, which is now in 
poor condition. If there is to be anything 
like a fair crop from Ohio tine weather is 
needed and soon. 


PROSPECTS ARE GOOD IN ILLINOIS, 


Acreage Smatier than Usual, buat the 
Wheat Is in Good Condition. 

Springfield, Il1., March 6 —{Special.]— 
Farmers in this vicinity report the condition 
and prospects of winter wheat to be unusual- 
ly good, but the acreage is much smaller 
than usual, because farmers feared an in- 
vasion of chinch bugs this vear, and did not 
care to feed them on wheat until the corn 
came along.

MUDDY, BUT IT’S NEEDED. 


CHICAGO RIVER FINDS A NEW SET 
OF CHAMPIONS. . 


George E. Adams, James B. Galloway, 
and J.F. Tracey Will Draw Up an 
Address to Congress Showing 
Wherein Maj. Marshall’s Report 
Will Not Do to Adopt—Calumef All 
Right Where It Is, but Commerce 
Cannot Be Moved Down There. 

.-Energetic measures were decided upon 
yesterday by the River Improvement Asso- 
ciation to break, the force of Maj. W. L. 
Marshall's unfavorable report to the War 
Department on the Chicago River, The Ex- 
ecutive committee of the association named 
ex-Congressman George E. Adams, James 
B. Galloway, and J. P. Tracey to draw an 
address to Congress, showing the impost- 
ance of Chicago River to the commerce of 
the West and the impossibility of trans- 
planting its business to the Calumet, as pro- 
posed by the government engineer. This 
address will be issued not later than 
Wednesday. It is not unlikely another dele- 
gation will be sent to Washington to over- 
come the objections brought out by Maj. 
Marshall against government aid in geepen- 
ing and otherwise improving the river. 

The situation was regarded by the mem- 
bers of the committee as extremely serious. 
In the present disposition of Congress to 
keep down appropriations to the lowest pos- 
sible notch it was felt the position of the War 
Department as opposing an appropriation 
would make the work of the Chicago dele- 
gati uphill, but no one made any sign of 
giving up the struggle for government as- 
sistance’ But the outlook lost all its roseate 
hues, and now the association faces a harder 
proposition than ever before. 

Won't Block the Calumet Bill. 

There was no disposition to stand in the 
way of an appropriation for Calumet River 
if one can be obtained, but the tremendous 
efforts the advocates of the Calumet are put- 
ting forth under cover and largely at the 
expense of the old harbor were not relished. 
If it should become evident that the harbor 
at South Chicago is to be deepened to meet 
the requirements of the twenty-foot channel 
between the upper lakes, while the govern- 
ment Is to let the old harbor go wholly with- 
out aid, a movement to defeat the plans 
of the Calumet River people is certain to be 
started, as a matter of self-protection, by 
the interests which will be affected most. 

Marine men are inclined to regard the 
movement towards the Calumet as a huge 
real estate seheme, and that the transtfer- 
ence of any material:part of Chicago's com- 
merce to South Chitago is too chimerical 
to be considered seriously. They do not 
share Maj. Marshall’s enthusiastic admi: 
tion of the Calumet as the successor of the 
old harbor. - 

“There are on the Calumet,” said a large 
vessel-owner yesterday afternoon, “ three 
of the most troublesome railroad bridges 
close together to be found anywhere. Then 
there will be across the river near its mouth 
the bridge of the Ilinois Steel company 
road. As soon as the population increases 
materially there will be as many bridges 
across the river as there are down-town. 


No Advantage to Move. 

‘‘ Supposing the commerce of the city could 
be moved there, what better would we be off? 
Not a bit. Of course, there are not as many 
obstructions on the Calumet now as on the 
Chicago River. Fifty years ago obstruc- 
tions in the old harbor did not trouble any 
one, but as trade grew—largely on account 
of our water commerce—otgtructions came. 
The same will be true of the Calumet. In 
my opinion, it will he worse to some extent 
there, for an immense traffic must cross the 
river to wet from the west tothe east, where- 
as in Chicago the railroads run parallel to 
the river in the main, and the switching of 
cars across it is limited. Vessel-owners do 
not care particularly about the question, 
however, for they can do business at South 
Chicago as wellasanywhereelse. Of allthe 
people interested we are the least affected, 
for we can go anywhere, while the elevators, 
factories, and all the other ir&lustries on the 
old river cannot move by getting up steam.’”’ 

Thinks Marshall Is Mistaken. 

“Tt strikes me Maj. Marshall has shown 
dense ignorance of actual trade and com- 
merce im his report,’’ a vessel broker who 
has been on the Board of Trade a score of 
years said. “*‘ He proposes to have big ves- 
sels go to the Calumet and the smaller ones 
That sotinds rea- 
sonable, but it doesn’t go in water trans- 
portation. The largest boats fix the rates 
of freight and allthe rest follow. Supposing 
the Calumet is deepened to twenty feet by 
the time the twenty-foot channel between 
Chicago and Buffalo is completed, while 
there is but scant fifteen feet six inches in 
the Chicago River. Vessels could carry full 
cargoes out of South Chicago and only par- 
tial loads out of the old harbor. The first 
effect will be to reduce freight rates from the 
Calumet from a quarter to half a cent a 
bushel from those on the Chicago River. 
Now?! grain is sold almost entirely by what 
is called ‘c. L. f.’—that is, cost on the Chicago 
board, insurance and freight added. The 
lowest freight rate must govern at all times 
and the Calumet rate must begome the 
standard, otherwise the elevators at South 
Chicago would do all the business on account 
of lower freights. The difference. in the 
prica of carrying a bushel of grain to the 
lower lakes between the old harbor and the 
Calumet must be paid by the producer. 

Only One Clasa of Boats. 

“Tt is all very well for Maj. Marsha!i to talk 
about two classes of boats, but in commerce 
there is only one class, and that comprises 
everything that will float and be insured. 
If I was in Washington I would tell Western 
Congressmen that their constituents will be 
the direct losers if they allow the Chicago 
River to be discriminated agains: in this 
way. For one, I would rather see the Calu- 
met go as it is than to have it made a deep 
waterway, While the old harbor remains in 
its present condition.” . 

‘But if all the elevators removed to the 
Calumet, what then?’ was asked. 

‘Who is going to bear the expense of haul- 
ing cars around the Belt Line to the Calu- 
met? I don’t believe the railroads will do it. 
The vesselmen will not, and the iastern or 
foreign consumer will not, for he can buy 
grain from elevators where this expense is 
not incurred. There is nobody le‘’t to pay 
the transfer charges but the producér. He 
is the under dog all the time. What does 
the government spend. vast sums on water- 
ways for? To secure cheaper transporta- 
tion. @hat is all there isto it. Some people 
ceem to think it is for Yesselmen or for cities 
benefited, but not a bit of it. The people's 
money Is spent in these Improvements that 
the people may ship the products of their 
farms and factories at less cost. 

Way to Make the Improvement. 

“This end can be secured in no way easier 
than by making the Chicago River deep 
enough and wide enough to float any ves- 
sel on the lakes, for cheapened freight 
rates come only with larger cargoes, which 
decrease the actual cost of transportation. 
But Maj. Marshall, in his stheme for two 
harbors, ignores the fundamental princi- 
ples of water transportation, and brings 
about a “discrimination in which nobody 
will be benefited, and the people on rail- 
roads without lines of their own to the 
Calumet will be the sufferérs.”’ 

So general was the disgust expressed 
among marine men at Maj. Marshall's 
plan for two harbors of different depths 
who have spent their lives in water trans- 
portation, that many of them who were 
asked their opinions yesterday flatly de- 
clined to consider the proposition worthy 
of serious talk. In the afternoon Capt. J. 
S. Dunham, President of the River Im- 
provement Association, sent dispatches to 
Washington, 
Maj. Marshall's report on the River and 
Harbor Committee of the House: The only 
reply he received was from Congressman 
Cooke, who said: 

“Chairman Hooker has not even heard 
of Marshall's report. It stands referred 
to his committee, and is in the hands of the 
printer: From what I see in Chicago 
newspapers I am astonished at the report, 
considering what was laid before the com- 
mittee by the Chicago delegates ‘last Fri- 
day. Maj. Marshall practically under- 
takes to pronounce the doom of Chicago 
River, notwithstanding forty miles of dock- 
age and the enormous vested interests in- 
volved. That will wake people up, and in 
that sense I am rejoiced. I cannot judge 
what probable effect on the committee this 
unfavorable report will have.”

Brown Talks to the Point. 


General Manager Brown of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy road said: 

‘Chicago has not been in the habit of let- 
ting good things get by, and the,city will 
hardly agree to compel commerce to pass 
it by at this stage of development.” 

‘‘None of the six main roads carrying 
grain, for instance, reaches South Chicago 
atall. lrefer tothe Chicago and Northwest- 
ern, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St Paul, 
the ‘ Burlington,’ Chicago Great Western, 
Wisconsin Central, and the Northern Pa- 
cific. They could hot reach the Calumet 
through Chicago at all, but would have to 
pass around the city to the west, approach- 
ing the Calumet from the south. Who thinks 
it would be desirable to bring this about? 

‘*‘Each road has acquired extremely ex- 
pensive terminals in connection with ship- 
ping interests using the present harbor. 
Not only would these properties be cut in 
values, but all property interests along the 
river—indeed, all down-town realty—would 
be reduced in value. To abandon the Chicago 
River means abandonment of the grain 
élevators on both branches. It means the 
destruction of other interests now impor- 
tant. Who thinks Chicagoans will let this 
happen? Pushing the Calumet Harbor proj- 
ect, in my judgment, would turn the tide 
of grain and farm products around Chica- 
go entirely, taking it to other ports. 
‘With both harbors improved, if business 
increases in the next twenty-five years as 
it has in the last, facilities will be small 
enough to handle Chicago’s shipping. The 
government is spending millions annually 
on rivers and harbors which won’t accom- 
modate as much traffic in a century ag the 
Chicago Harbor does in a year.” 

Earling with the Others. 

. J. Earling, General Manager of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, agrees 
with other railroad managers the proposed 
abandonment of the Chicago harbor is,too 
preposterous to be taken in seriousness.

for many years. : 


Against Their Constituen ts. 


Almost every district in the United States 
contains either a Federa] Commisioner, Dis- 
trict Attorney, Marshal, or deputy, and so 
Congressmen have been loath to cut down 
the receipts of their own constituerits. 
Meanwhile the expenses of the courts have 
increased from $3,864,898 in. 188% to $6,195,100 
in 1894. An independent measure was con- 
sidered by the Judiciary committee and then 
tacked to the legislative appropriation bill 
as an amendment. This puts all United 
States District Attorneys and Marshals, who 
are the officers possessing power to initiate 
prosecutions, on salaries. The Commission- 
ers are allowed to charge fees as hereto- 
fore, but the fee bill is reduced materially 
and they have been made Subject to a dis- 
tinct tenure of office. 

Heretofore a United States Commissioner 
had no fixed term of office, and it has even 
been doubted if there is any power to re- 
move him. Under the provisions of the bill 
which passed the House this afternoon 
every Commissioner in the United States is 
Gischarged from his position the last day of 
next June, and thereupon the District Judges 
will appoint new Commissioners to serve for 
a term of four years. 

The bill provides specific salaries, payable 
monthly, for all District Attorneys, whiéh 
vary, according to the estimated importance 
of the several dist?Picts: as, for example, it 
provides for $5,000 for the Northern Illinois 
District and $4,500 for the Southern IIlinois. 

it also gives District Attorneys the actual 
traveling expenses paid by them for travel 
to and from their homes to the places of 
holding court, and subsistence at not éx- 
ceeding $4 a day while attending court away 
from their homes. ‘These provisions apply 
to travel and attendance before Commission- 
ers also, under the same conditions. 


Salaries for Marshals. 


Salaries, generally the same as for Dis- 
trict Attorneys, are also fixed for Marshals, 
payable monthly, with similar provisions 
as to traveling expenses actually paid and 
for subsistence while away from home in at- 
tendance in court or upon a Commissioner. 

Office clerks and deputies for Marshals 
may be employed on salaries to be fixed by 
the Attorney-General. Field devuties to 
such number as may be necessary may be 
appointed by order of the District Judge, on 
the nomination of the Marshal, but the At- 
torney-General may cancel any such ap- 
pointment as the public interest may re- 
quire. These field deputies may receive 
three-fourths of the gross fees earned by 
them, not exceeding $1,500 a year, in full for 
their servies. Office deputies may | exe- 
cute process, but only receive actual travel- 
ing expenses and subsistence at $2 a day 
while doing so, and the same Is true of the 
Marshal himself. 

No one holding any other government pos!- 
tion can be a Commissioner, and no Commis- 
sioner can have more than one per diem fee 
for the same day, nor more than one for 
hearing a case, unless it appears the hearing 
could not be completed in one day. 

It also fixes a scale of Commissioners’ fees 
a little lower than they now are, and requires 
Commissioners to keep arecord. Assistant 
District Attorneys may be appointed by the 
Attorney-General on the recommendation 
of the Judge and District Attorney. 

The District -Attorney’s salary for the 
Western district of Michigan is fixed at 
$3,000,0 for the Eastern district at $4,000, 
both Iowa districts $4,000, Eastern district of 
Wisconsin $4,000, Western Wisconsin $3,000, 
Minnesota $4,000, Kansas $4,000, Indiana 
$5,000.

NOT ROOM ENOGUH FOR VETERANS. 


Disablea Volunteer Soldiers Have in- 
sufficient Accommodations. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—[{Special.]— 
Inspector-General reckinridge furnished 
some interesting facts to Congress today. in 
a report on the condition of the several 
branches of the national homes for disabled 
volunteer soldiers. He sets forth that the 
average number of members cared for dur- 
ing the year 1895 was 16,477, and those ab- 
sent for longer or shorter periods would send 
the average to 20,207. During the year the 
maximum of attendance reached 17,425, and 
the minimum Was 14,957. 

‘* There is a constant increase”’ said the 
Inspector-General, ‘‘. in the number of needy 
disabled and worthy old soldiers cared for. 
During the last six years this increase has 
averaged 792 annually, and last year this av- 
erage was exceeded by 86. Increase is limit- 
ed only by the capacity of the institutions 
for sheltering and the means provided for 
sustenance. Men who have sacrificed their 
best years in the Nation's cause, who stood 
ready at the beck of the government and 
were proud to shed their blood: men who, in 
the full vigor of life, were eagerly sought in 
the hour of need, and who had patiently 
borne the effects of their loyal sacrifice until 
advancing age had deprived them of their 
independence, had a claim upon the govern- 
ment deserving of speedy and adequate at- 
tention. Branch homes are overcrowded 
from basement to attic, and every available 
space has been utilized to ease the great 
pressure, tents being a pronounced feature 
at the Southern branch.”’ 

At the date of the latest inspection there 
were no less than 355 veterans reported 
sleeping on floors, 747 in attics, 848 in base- 
ments, and 612 in places not originally in- 
tended for sleeping purposes. How long this 
condition would continue was a problem, 
but so long as there are survivors of the late 
war there will be applications for admission 
to these institutions, and to be compelled to 
deny such men admission seems little short 
of cruelty. Not only the general govern- 
ment but the States had ween diligently con- 
structing shelter for them: 

The average cost of maintenance a head 
varied from $95 at the Southern branch to 
$139 at the Pacific branch, and the average 
for all branches was $117. During the year 
there had been 1,060 deaths, and the rate of 
mortality was 52.84 per 1,000 of the average 
present and absent, and 41.94 per 1,000 of the 
whole number cared for. The dverage age 
at death was 64.4 years. Appropriations 
made for these branches during the fiscal year 
189 aggregated $2,236,873, and the net dis- 
bursements were $2,122,403, or a cost, by the 
head of $128 on a reported average per cent 
of 16.480. 


PRESIDENT TO BE DULY INFORMED. 
Concurrent Resolutions Will Be Offi- 
cially Certified to the Executive. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special.]— 
New practice under a new law has had the 
effect of removing all questions in relation 
to the method by which the President will 
be “ officially ’’ informed of the opinion of 
Congress in regard to Cuban affairs as ex- 
pressed fm the concurrent resolution that 
has been agreed upon. Although the form 
of this Congressional expression is not such 
as will require action by the President, the 
subject matter will be brought to his no- 
tice by the-formal presentation to him of an 
attested copy of the Congressional concur- 
rent resolution. 

Heretofore concurrent resolutions were 
not presented to the President. He ascer- 
tained through the Congressional Record, or 
through other unofficial sources, such ex- 
pressions by Congress as may have- been 
made in the form of concurrent resolutions.

DOES NOT GET THE FACTS. 


MR. MORGAN COMPLAINS FOR THE 
SENATE COMMITTEE. 


Cc. P. Huntington Appears After the 
Two Weeks’ Intermission and 
Gives Testimony Regarded by His 
Interrogator as Unsatisfactory— 
Enters a Fiat Denial to Certain 
Charges Made by Western Men Ke- 
warding Colton’s Papers. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—After a va- 
cation of two weeks the Senate Committee 
on Pacific Railroads today resumed consid- 
eration of the Pacific railroad debt question. 
Cc. P. Huntington was present, but in the 
absence at the beginning of the hearing of 
Senator Morgan, John Rooney, as the repre- 
sentative of the junior bondholders, was 
permitted to file a brief in opposition to the 
plans heretofore offered for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Pacific roads. He advocated 
consolidation of the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific assessments on subordinate 
interests for the cash payment of the first 
and second mortgages, and for the manage- 
ment by government commissioners of the 
foreclosure reorganization of these prop- 
‘erties, 

When Senator Morgan appeared the 
linguistic tilt between himself and Mr. 

‘Huntington began. The Senator began im- 

mediately by asking Mr. Huntington about 

his objections to the Pattison report. Mr. 

Huntington replied that he objected to it 

as a whole. He admitted that he had been 

before the commission, but contended that 
the commission had certain theories to work 
out‘and did not pay much attention to his 

Statements. 

** 1 know,” he said, “‘ all about the building 
of the Central Pacific.’’ 

“it is not so much about the building of 
the road,’’ replied Mr. Morgan, ‘“‘ that we 
want to know, as about what was made out 
of it.’’ 

“We did not,”’- responded Mr. Hunting- 
ton, ‘‘ make any more than We were allowed 
to make under the statutes.” 

Continuing, as to the division of the pro- 
ceeds, he said that he could divide a thing 
in which two were interested exactly in the 
middle. 

Senator Morgan—Can you do that when 
you are on one side and the people on the 
other?

Found Some Wall Paper. 


Referring to the construction of the South- 
ern Pacific road to Yuma Mr. Huntington 
said Mr. Colton was interested in that trans- 
action, that he was dead, anc he had nothing 
to do with the disposal of his estate.

— ae house in San Francisco?” 

“And did you not find Mr. Colton’s papers 
in e house”?’’

Mr. Huntington then asserted with much 
emphasis that he had neither found any of 
Mr. Colton’s papers im the house nor de- 
stroyed any of them. 

Mr. Huntington was examined about his 
partnership with Mark Hopkins in the hard- 
ware business in San Francisco, but he de- 
clared the hardware business was in nowise 
connected as a partnership with the railway 
business. The firm, he said, lent money to 
the railroads and also bought railroad se- 
curities, which when received were divided 
between them as individuals. He said Sen- 
ator Morgan was asking too much when he 
asked him to give the details of business 
transactions of thirty-five years ago. There 
had been no general settlement of his and 
Mr. Hopkins’ accounts upon the latter’s 
death, but Mrs. Hopkins had gone on as 
representative of her husband’s interests 
in the railroads. 


Opinions and Not Facts. 


Mr. Morgan complained in this connection 
that Mr. Huntington was too much inclined 
to give opinions and not facts, but Mr. 
Huntington contended that he was giving 
all the facts he had. He said that 740 miles 
of the road had been built in seven years, 
that $25,000,000 in bonds had been received 
from the government, that first mortgage 
bonds were issued for $25,000,000 more, and 
that there was $60,000,000 worth of stock. 
He said he would not do the work over 
again for twice the amount he received. 
‘Taking up the report of the Pattison com- 
mission, Mr. Huntington said that part of 
the road west of Ogden, from Bonneville 
Table to Promontory Mountain, had cost, 
according to Gen. Dodge, $87,000 per mile, 
whereas the commission had put the price 
at $40,000. He gave this as an illustration 
of the inaccuracy of the commission’s re- 
port. This part of the road had been built 
by the Union Pacific and afterwards been 
purchased by the Central Pacific for the 
purpose of getting into the Sait Lake Valley. 

Mr. Huntington said the road paid well 
for the first ten years and until the Atchison 
and Northern Pacific had come in as com- 
petitors. 

Mr. Morgan asked why the dividends had 
not been put into a sinking fund and used 
in paying the government and first mort- 
gage debt, to which Mr. Huntington replied 
that it might have been done “ exeept for 
the novelty of it.”” Such things are never 
done, he added; the stock was entitled to 
its dividends. Furthermore, the govern- 


, ment had interfered with the purpose to do 


this through the Thurman act. 

Mr. Huntington said he could not remem- 
ber how much money he had received on 
account of the dividends, but he did not 
think the amount was large, He thought 
the dividends had never exceeded 10 per 
cent. it appeared upon examination that 
Mr. Huntington obtained his dividends prin- 
cipally through his interest in the finance 
and contract company. 


Used Part of its Assets. 


He admitted that this company had used 
a part of its assets in building other roads, 
but they were built in the best interest of 
the Central Pacific company. The Contract 
and Finance company had begun to sell its 
stock when it began to appreciate, and this 
was done in order to pay the debts, which 
amounted to from $9,000,000 to $12,000,000. 
They had disposed of a great deal of the 
stocks for this purpose. The price of the 
stock sold had ranged in price from 19 to 85 
cents. Senator Morgan referred to the 


fluctuations in the stock as the result of: 


manipulation, but Mr. Huntington took ex- 
ception to the use of the word. He said 
there had been no manipulation.. 

Mr. Huntington said he had sold stock 
paying a dividend for 19 cents on the dollar, 
but declared in reply to a question that this 
was not done to break the market. He also 
declared that this was not remarkable, and 
that he had made the sale because he 
wanted money. 

Mr. Huntington said that so far as he 
knew these low sales had no effect upon the 
Union Pacific stock. He had sold no Cen- 
tral Pacific stock to “ bear ’’ the Union Pa- 
clfic. 

“Then what did you sell for?” asked Mr. 
Morgan. 

“To pay my debts.” 

“To whom were you indebted?” 

“To those from whom I had borrowed 
money.”’ 

“Who were they?” 

“ Those.who had let me have money.”

STOCK SHIPPERS HOPE TO WIN. 


They Will Carry Switching Charge 
Case to the U. 8S. Supreme Court. 
‘Shippers of live stock from the West to the 


preme Court ruled that the stock-yards 
were virtually the terminal of the-railroads 
and the latter must deliver the stock at the 
terminal, where conveniences for the hand- 
ling of the stock are provided without any 
extra charge. The railroad officials claim 
the Covington stock-yards case differs 
materially from the case just decided by the 
Sangamon Circuit Court, inasmuch as the 
Covingtom stock-yards were virtually the 
terminus of the Louisville and Nashville, 
while the Union Stock-Yards at Chichgo 
cannot be entered by any of the roads ex- 
cept over the Stock-Yards tracks and for 
the use of which the railroads were 
compelled to pay an extra charge. 

On the other the shippers contend the Cov- 
ington and Chicago cases are virtually alike, 
and in support of this position they refer to 
the decision of Judge Grosscup of the United 
States Court in the case against the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé a year ago, when 
he held the Union Stock-Yards, in the ab- 
sence of stock-yards of its own, are the 
terminus of the roads and any extra charge 
made fow delivering stock there is illegal. 


WILL SHOW THE ROAD’S CAPACITY. 


Baltimore and Ohio Preliminaries Be- 
for Reorganization. 

Baltimore, Md., March 6.—[{Special.]—Con- 
cerning the many reports about plans for 
the reorganization of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, an official of the company 
who is assisting the receivers said today 
there was no truth in the reports circulated 
in New York about the Morgans taking 
immediate control of the road. Morgan & 
Co., as well as other leading financial houses, 
he said, would, as a matter of course, figure 
in carrying out the plan of reorganization. 
At present, this official stated, there is no 
plan of reorganization for the Baltimore 
and Ohio. The chief concern of the receivers 
was to put the property in good shape. Be- 
fore serious consideration could be given to 
details for a reorganization the capabilities 
of the property must be tirst dem- 
onstrated. Awaiting such a showing 
of its earning capacity talk of 
a reorganization plan was premature. 
There were new cars and new locomotives 
to be secured. Receivers’ certificates 
would possibly be issued to pay for them 
Extensive repairs in the present rolling 
stock were being actively pushed. The ef- 
fect of this policy on the revenue of the 
road, it was said, would be a ruling factor 
in any movement toward reorganization. 
c. H. Coster of J. P. Morgan & Co. has 
been asked to become a member of the re- 
organization committee. The prevailing idea 
here is that there will be a very heavy as- 
sessment on the common stock in the reor- 
ganization. :

country, including Chicago. | 


AUTHORIZED TO LEASE TERMINALS. 
Northern Pacific and Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Receivers Given Permission. 

Milwaukee, Wis., March 6.—Judge Jenkins 
today authorized Receivers Bigelow and 
McHenry to execute a lease with the re- 
ceivers of the Wisconsin Central lines for 
the right to use the terminal tracks and 
facilities enjoyed by the Northern Pacific 
company under the lease from the St. Paul 
and Northern Pacific. The latter company 
owns and controls«he terminals in St. Paul. 
By the terms of the lease the Wisconsin 
Central binds itself to pay as rental a sum 
equal to one-twelfth the annual interest on 
the value ofthe terminal property, reckoned 
at 6 per cent. The value of the property is 
fixed at $437,279.43. The Wisconsin Central 


is also obliged to pay its share, proportion- . 


ately, of the expenses of repair and main- 
tenance of the property. 
To Be Leased to the Southern. 

New York, March 6.—The reorganization 
plan of the Memphis and Charleston railway 
provides for the creation of a new company 
which will be leased to the Southern railway 
for ninety-nine years on delivery of all its 
common stock to the last mentioned line. To 
provide for reorganization expenses and im- 
mediate bettérments the Southern railway 
has agreed to purshase $999,200 of income 
bonds on preferred stock at the rate of about 
55 cents on the dollar. Such incorves will be 
offered to stockholders at 40 cents on the 
dollar on deposit of stock and payment of an 
assessment of $4 per share. 

May Build an Electric Line. 

Annapolis, Md., March 6.—[Special.]}—A bill 
was introduced in the Legislature today for 
the consolidation of the four electfic rail- 
road companies that have secured the privi- 
lege of constructing lines between Baltimore 
and Washington. The move for consolida- 
tion is said to be part of the scheme for the 
construction of an electric railroad system 
from Washington through Baltimore to 
Westminster over the Blue Ridge to the 
Cumberland Valley and Gettysburg.

HARD MARKET TO SIZE. 


CONDITIONS MIGHT INDICATE LACK 
OF LIFE OR STRENGTH. 


Caban Resolutions and Baltimore and 
Ohio Receivership, of Sufficient Im- 
portance te Affect Almost Any Gen- 
uine Market, Have Almost No Effect 
—-Wool Sales Are the Smallest Re- 
corded for Years and Many of the 
Large Mills Are About to Shut Down 

New York, March 6.—-R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues to- 
morrow, will say: 

“ The Cuban resolutions and the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the Baltimore and 
Ohio were events of sufficient importance to 
uffect almost amy genuine market, especia!ly 
for securities. It, therefore, argues either 
remarkable strength of conditions or an 
entire want of life and genuineness in the 
market, that the prices of the sixty most 
active railroad stocks, which averaged 
$49.74 per share Feb. 1, have never fallen 
since that date lower than $49.36, nor risen 
above $50.85 per share. 

** The industries all report a slightly lower 
range of prices, except for iron and steel 
products, and it is noteworthy that while 
combinations in structural beams and wire 
and cut nails are advancing prices, the quo- 
tation of Bessemer pig has fallen to $12.40 
at Pittsburg, and Southern No. 2 is offered 
at $7.75 delivered at Birmingham, and bil- 
lets have sold at $17 at Pittsburg. The bar 
combination, which raised prices not long 
ago, finds an increasing part of the 'busi- 
ness absorbed by outside works. The de- 
mand for no class of iron products is at this 
time brisk, but large structural business 
is expected in the spring, end there is still 
much hopefulness about railroad orders, 
as earnings continue to improve. 


Weol Shows a Decline. 


“Prices of wool have declined, according 
to the quotations printed by Coates Bros. 
of Philadelphia, an average of 2.4 per cent, 
within the month of February, presumably 
because of the failure of the proposed tariff 
bill, which included duties on wool. At 
present the sales are the smallest recorded 
for years. At the three chief markets only 
3,303,000 pounds were sold the last week, 
against 4,858,300 pounds a year ago, and 
6,310,600 in 1892. But domestic holders are 
still somewhat obstinate, because prices 
abroad have been raised by the London 
sales, and it is believed that the stocks of 
domestic wool held here awaiting transac- 
tions are unusually large. ? 

** There is no improvement whatever in the 
demand for woolen goods and a number of 
establishments have closed, or reduced 
working force. There is also a retarding 
effect from the further reductions made 
in“ prices of cotton goods, although it 
does not appear that the concessions have 
thus far been successful in calling out new 
business. Reports are frequent that many 
of the largest mills are about to stop pro- 
duction for a time, in order to give the mar- 
ket opportunity to clear itself. 


Inactivity in Breadstuffs. 


“ Speculation in breadstuffs has not been 
particularly active, nor has the change in 
prices been important. Western receipts of 
wheat -were 2,311,333 bushels, against 1,824,- 
033 for the same week last year, having been 
in February 1,069,144 bushels, against 4,419,- 
446 last year. There is still an excess over 
the movement of a year ago, though not so 
great as appeared in February. 
other hand, Atlantic exports again fall be- 
hind those of last year, amounting for the 
week to 1,541,135 bushels, flour included, 
against 1,880,222 last year. With continuing 
large receipts corn remains substantially 
unchanged in price. 

“The cotton market has continued its 
downward movement. Spot has fallen 3-16 
cent again and the May option 20 points. 
The receipts continue as before, so large as 
to render quite inadmissable the low esti- 
mate of the crop of 1805, and at the same 
time the preparations for planting this year 
go on at such a seale that it is believed by 
many conservative observers that the crop, 
with favoring weather, may prove one of the 
largest on record.

‘The fact that consols in London are at 
the highest prices on record, yielding a little 
over 2 per cent, and that English rails and 
similar securities are at prices which mean 
starvation for the British investor, seems to 
exercise a powerful influence in directing 
attention to American obligations of the bet- 
ter class, even if for the moment the buying 
of them abroad is spasmodic and mainly pro- 
fessional. 

** London was scarcely a factor in our mar- 
ket, while the short interest formed last 
week was sufficiently large to have a sus- 
taining influence in prices. This was evi- 
dent, in spite of the bearish pressure exerted 
in Burlington and Quiney, and disappoint- 
ment with the slow movement of corn, and 
with the lethargic conditions that are still 
exhibited in the iron industry and other inm- 
portant lines of trade. 


Review of General Trade. 


** General trade begah the week relatively 
less favorably. With the change from high 
winds and extreme cold, which checked 
trading, the milder weather increased pur- 
chases and brighter prospects for business 
haveappeared. Unfavorable conditions pre- 
viously reported are continued, but they are 
less numerous than those pointing to im- 
provement. Conspicuous among them is 
continued depression in the woolen and cot- 
ton goods manufacturing industries. Trade 
with manufacturers in those lines is very 
dull, some cotton mills running half time. 
Makers of woolen goods report spring trade 
over, fall trade not yet begun, and much 
men’s wear woolen machinery idle. 

‘“‘Tron and steel have had an unsatisfac- 
tory demand, and prices of billets and South- 
ern pig are shaded. There are also reduc- 
tions in quotations for cotton, print cloths, 
petroleum, hides, and for wheat, Indian 
corn, and oats. Mercantile collections are 
generally unsatisfactory, notably at Chica- 
go, where there are more complaints than 
for a year past.

The publication of “ Pay- 
Roll No. 10” in Tue TRIBUNE of yester- 
day, showing the long list of professional 
tax-eaters who have fattened at the expense 
of the South Town, produced a sensation 
among the machine politicians of all parties. 
It has also aroused a storm of indignation 
among the taxpayers. The Civic Federation 
officials have been quietly at work for sey- 
eral days on a-preliminary investigation.

Mr. Long 
said he knew Bolling, but he did not work in 
the office. Bolling says his newspaper 
duties kept him employed from 8 a. m, to 
1:30 p. m.; that his duties a4 a collector did 
not interfere with his newspaper work. As 
a matter of fact;-no record can be found in 
the Collector’s office of his having worked 
there, except his four affidavits, in which he 
swears he worked twenty-four days. 

Clerk Long, Supervisor Sherlock, and Col- 
lector Hogan were gill mistaken when they 
said two days ago j. John C. Buckner had 
received only six weeks’ salary. The aff - 
davit books show he received ten weeks 
salary, or $300. During this time he col- 
lected $96. Buckner was mistaken when he 
said he was not paid for work in the City At- 
torney’s office during @ part of the same 
period. The records show he was on both 
pay-rolls in the batter past of February. He 
swore he worked for the South Town on Feb, 
27, 28, and 29, and the city paid him $11 for 
alleged service the same days.

His main 
purpose is to awaken an interest where none 
exists and remove the deplorable ignorance 
displayed by thousands to whom the Book 
of Books has come to mean either something 
too sacred for critical study or something 
savoring too‘deeply of superstition to be 
oth yee extreme forms of bigotry, in 
the multitude, yield to a growing indifference 
éven more intolerable. For it is surely 
better to have some opinion, to have thought 
a little of this mighty work, than to have 
maintained toward it no attitude whatever. 
Few know how little the Bible is read out- 
side of the churches. Even in them the 
contact with it is so perfunctory that it 
shows little vitality. Six years ago, in a 
Chicago house of worship, the congregation 
of which prides itself upon its intelligence, a 
Bible class of boys was formed. They were 


“not mere lads, but well-grown youths. They 


d t lack book-learning, for all were 
~ 0h the high schools or the Manual 
Training School. Yet when the teacher 
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HORNADAY. 


without intemperance, poverty, and crime.’’ 
Mr. Hornaday takes pains to assure his 
readers that this is no mythical tribe, but 
that he is recotinting facts. To be sure, these 
Dyaks do hunt the heads of enemies, but, as 
the author says, that is not half as bad as 
destroying the souls of friends. 

Mr. Hornaday hits off many of the evils of 
modern society with stinging directness, but 
the interest of his tale is there in spite of his 
sermonizing, rather than because ofit. Nor 
does the frequent insertion of scientific data 
add to the unity of the work. It is well to 
be all things to all men, but not all within 
one book cover. In style the tale is simple 
enough for boys and will thoroughly interest 
them, but the rough language used so fre- 
quently spoils it for juvenile reading. 

Yet if Mr. Hornaday ‘be correct in con- 

temptuously classifying all novels with@ut 
sermons in them as “‘ invertebrates,’’ he will 
no doubt find the public eager for temper- 
ance instruction in this sugar-coated form. 
The disposal of the wicked rum-selling trad- 
er in Borneo by caging him and making him 
drink himself to death is certainly didactic 
and edifying enough even for Miss Willard. 
But it is to be feared Mr. Hornaday will not 
satisfy even the temperance reformers,for he 
allows his heroine to ¢at candy and his hero 
to smoke ¢igars. 
- The chief defect in Mr. Hornaday’s style 
is its discursiveness. Its chief attractions 
are its frequent epigrams and its abundant 
humor. The book touches on every topic of 
the day, from.gang rule in Buffalo to wom- 
an’s rights and the British method of con- 
quest by missionaries. 

Among the joys which Mr. Hornaday holds 
up to tempt us all to join the wild man of 
Borneo is thie utter absence there of lawyers, 
of the man who always says “ See?”’ and of 
the hideous street poster. When Rock shows 
the Dyaks a burlesque theater poster they 
are terrified into instant flight. ‘‘ Our peo- 
ple,”’ he explains to the astonished Rajah 
** think such pictures are funny.’”’ : 

As Cheyenne Jim remarked, “ The curious- 
est thing in the world is the way things hap- 
pen, aint it?” Mr. Rock and his bride have 
many curious experiences among the head- 
hunters, and find those simple people so much 
better than the ordinary civilized savage of 
commerce that they determinego stay there 
to the d of their days. And yet they do 
say trh@ the hero is even now pining for an 
American newspaper.

Glimpses of Latin America. 
Three Gringos in Venezuela and Central 
America. By Richard Harding Davis. 
Iliustrated. Harper & Bros. 

In his sketch of Honduras Mr. Davis tells 
a story anent the revolutionist custom of 
compelling prisoners to dig their own graves 
preparatory to being shet dead in them. 
During a recent revolution three of Bonilla’s 
friends were caught by the enemy near 
Tegucigalpa-and ordered to make their 
graves forthwith. Two were content with 
shallow holes and were quickly dispatched. 
The third declared that he was not going to 
have his bones kicked up by every passing 


the depth of six feet, smoothing the sides and 
sharpening the corners,and while he was thus ; 
engaged he heard shouts and yells, and saw 
his own troops coming down the mountain 
side and his enemies disappearing before 
them. . 

“ He is still alive,” says Mr. Davis, “ and 
frequently rides by the hole in the roadside 
on his way to the capital. The story illus- 
trates the advisability of doing everything 
in this world, even up to the last minute, in 
a thorough and painstaking manner.”’ 

The moral is one that Mr. Davis should take 
sincerely to heart. The chief defect of his 
last book is that he has not made the most 
of his material. It is diffuse and often slip- 
shod in style and bears the marks of haste, 
or of Central American lethargy. 
newspaper matter, but should have been 
carefully revised and pruned and rewritten 
for appearance in book form. 

The “three gringos’"’ are Mr. Davis, Mr.

His suggestion that it would be healthful 
for our politicians to be compelled to earn 
their offices by taking a course of bayonets and 
bullets, after the Central American fashion, 
is worthy of consideration. And the illus- 
trations in the book are excellent—especially 
the portraits of the Presidents who happened

Greek Made Delightful. 
The First Greek Book: By Clarence W. 
Gleason and Caroline Stone Atherton. 
Introduction by William C. Collor. Amer- 
ican Book company. 

This tasteful little volume, from the Rox- 
bury Latin School, abundantly illustrated 
by reproductions of specimens of Greek art, 
is by no means the first of the kind: but it 
Serves tO emphasize to the man nearing 
middie life who got his first impressions of 
Greek as much through the ferule as the 
solid text-book then in. use, how much bet- 
ter they do things of that sort nowadays. 
it must be a dyed-in-the-wool!l laudator tem- 
poris acti indeed who failed to realize it at 
a glance. 

In the first place, the intention is to intro- 
duce the scholar to Greek literature, not to 
stuff his mind full of accidences and para- 
dignis and syntax. To this end the exercises 
are two-thirds translations fi:um Greek and 
only one-third that everlasting bugaboo, 
Greek composition. The dual is placed in 
parentheses and need not be studied at all— 
a merciful dispensation, as all who remem- 
ber the hundreds of dual forms they learned 
by rote and utterly failed to encounter any- 
where afterward can testify. -And, what is 
best of all, some literature, not of the kind 
a Greek Ollendorf would have written, is 
encountered. It is astonishing to those of 
the last generation to note that this book, 
which may be studied in a single yearina 
full course of Greek, leaves the student with 
a practical Knowledge of excerpts from the 
Anabasis, the Hellénica, the Cyropezedia, the 
Memorabilia, a little of Lysias and Plato, 
and an actual poem or two. 

It is worth while being a boy nowadays, 
and the tug of war with which the ingenuous 
youth of the last generation met his Greek 
is transformed into a friendly contest in 
which the latter-day boy is not bound to be 
an infant phenomenon or be dashed to earth. 


Romance Made Reality. 
Charles XII. and the Collapse of the 
Swedish Empire, 1682-1719. By R. Nis- 
bet Bain. G. P. Putnam’s Sons.

HE BACKS UP HIS VETO. 


MAYOR SWIFT WILL NOT APPROVE 
GENERAL ELECTRIC BONDS. 


Unless He Is Forced to Do So by the 
Courts He Declares Emphatically 
He Will Not Accept the Sureties— 
He Bases His Determination on an 
Opinion of Corporation Counsel 
Reale and His Own Knowledge o7 
What the People Want. 

Mayor Swift says he will not approve the 
bond of the General Electric railway unless 
ordered so to do by the courts of illinois. 
He is fortified in this position by an opinion 
from Corporation Counsel Beale and an ap- 
plication will be made at once to the courts 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the Mayor 
to give favorable action. 

The bonds of the company were presented 
to the Mayor on Thursday evening by Ald. 
Judah and Perry Hull and he declined to ap- 
prove them, although admitting the sureties 
on the bonds are perfectly good and the 
bondsmen satisfactory. Yesterday the at- 
torneys for the company, Walker and Judd, 
again conferred with the Mayor, together 
with Corporation Counsél Beale, and the 
Mayor, acting under the advice of the latter, 
still declined to approve the bonds. He said 
he would stand in the position which he took 
at the time he vetoed the ordinance, which 
was subsequently passed over his veto, and 
would not approve the bonds unless ordered 
to do so by the court, to which an appeal is 
made for the mandamus. 
then said the company will certainly appeal 
to the court for the writ and spoke of Judge 
Adams as the prospective Judge. 


Backs Up His Veto. 

Mr. Beale was ready yesterday after the 
conference to go into court, but the par- 
ties were unable to get a hearing in the 
limited time. The action of Mayor Swift 
is in line with his veto of the ordinance, 
when he maintained that the Council ex- 
ceeded its power in voting @ franchise to 
the General Electric company when there 
was a lack of the necessary number of 
frontage petitions and the property-owners 
along the proposed line of the railway were 
opposed to the line. 

The ordinance granting a franchise to 
the General Electric company was passed 


on- Jan. 6, and subsequently passed over 


the veto of the Mayor on Jan. 13. There 
was a decided lack of the necessary front- 
age on the petitions of the company, and 
the Mayor said the Council exceeded its 
authority when it granted the franchise 
over the heads of the property-owners. 
The ordinance provided that the company 
should file its surety and accept the fran- 
chise within sixty days or forfeit the right 
to the franchise. The time expires on 
March 13. The bond of the company must 
be approved by the Mayor, befor a permit 
can be secured for the construction of the 
line. : 
Acts on Mr. Beale’s Advice. 


‘“T have acted all through this matter,” 
the Mayor said, ‘“‘ under the advice of Mr. 
Beale and am willing totrusttohim. Ihave 
ulways been against the ordinance, because 
it was directly contrary to the wishes of the 
property-owners and passed without heir 
consent. When it was passed over my veto 
the blame rested with the Council. When I 
found there was an opportunity for me to 
defeat the company by the refusal to ap- 
prove the bonds I did so, If I approve them 


| without a fight I would seem in the light of 


one favorable to the granting of the fran- 
chise, and J] am not. If the courts will up- 
hold me I shall approve the bonds, other- 
wise not. The bonds are perfectly good. 
They are signed by Simon Straus, Mr. Stern 
of Falker & Stern, and Mr. Moeck, and repre- 
sent $375,000 of scheduled property. 

‘**It is simply on the ground that the peo- 
ple do not want the line that I am fighting 
it. I want to establish a-precedent by which 
other Mayors as well as myself can guide 
themselves in time of.an attempt to carry 
something through which the people do not 
want. If my position is right then there is 
that much gained. If it is wrong the court 
will issue the mandamus and the bonds will 
he approved. I am willing to give these peo- 
ple the fairest kind of a chance and will not 
attempt to delay the hearing of the case so 
that the time in which they can accept the 
franchise whtil expire before it is settled.” 


What Mr. Beale Says. 


Corporation Counsel Beale said: ‘‘ The 
Mayor is a member of the Council and acts 
in the dual capacity of a legislator and ar 
executive. As a member of the Council he 
thought the granting of the franchise was 
illegal and the ordinance invalid. Acting on 
his belief he vetoed the ordinance, and was 
overruled.-by the Council. The question is. 
whose judgment shall he follow, that of the 
Council as legislative or of himself as ex- 
ecutive. As an instance: Suppose the Coun- 
cil should overrule the veto of the Mayor 
and order he and the Controller give away 
a certain piece of city property to some one 
The officials refuse to do so. He certainly 
would be upheld in his position. In this 
case the petitions presented were deemed by 
the Council to be sufficient, but the Mayor 
thought otherwise. The question is as to 
whose judgment is binding in the matter.’’ 


FIRE ESCAPE ORDINANCE PASSED UP 
Judiciary Committee Recommends Its 
Passage—Hard Rap at Beale. 

The Judiciary committee yesterday rec- 
ommended to the Council Commission- 
er Downey’s ordinance regarding the 


placing of fire escapes on all buildings four . 


stories or more in height. The ordinance pro- 
vides that all buildings to be erécted here- 
after must be equipped with one or more 
metallic standpipes and ladders, securely an- 
chored to the building. They must be satis- 
factory to the Commissioner of Buildings, 
the Fire Marshal, and the Fire Escape In- 
spector. Permits for the work must be ob- 
tained from the Building Department at a 
fee of $2. It is also made imperative that 
fire- escapes be placed on all buildings not 
now so equipped, but those already so 
equipped are not to be changed. 

While discussing the legality of this ordi- 
nance a good deal of feeling was expressed 
against Corporation Counsel Beale and his 
force of assistants because of the difficulty 
encountered when some one of the Alder- 
men wants a legal opinion and can find no 
one in the office of the Corporation Counsel. 
Ald. Maltby proposed that the committee 
present resolutions to the Council that the 
city obtain proper legal services in addition 
to those now in its possession or require that 
the present occupants of the office afford 
what is expected of them. No action was 
taken in the matter. 

Ald. Greenacre’s ordinance providing for 
the- submitting to the people at the next 
election the question of the establishment of 
a city court to be composed of five Judges, 
thus doing away with the present police 
court system, was filed because of the lack 
of time for the matter to be set before the 
people properly. Also Ald. Greenacre’s or- 
dinance providing for the supervision by the 
Aldermenh|[ and the Mayor of all contract 
work done in the respective wards was filed 
because the members of the committee as- 
serted they had cares enough on their minds 
now. 

Ald. Greenacre’s ordinance regarding the 
overcrowding of street cars, and Ald. Mers 
chant’s and Ald. O’Neill’s ordinances for 
three-cent fares on street cars were referred 
to a- subcommittee, composed of Greenacre, 
Kahler, Manierre, Maltby, and Holman. Ald. 
Coughlin’s ordinance providing that no cab 
shall stand within 300 feet of a licensed cab- 
stand was laid over until the committee can 
look up the legality of the measure. The or- 
dinance providing that eight hours shall 
constitute a legal day for all laborers work- 
ing for contractors doing city work was rec- 
ommended for passage. Ald. O’Neill’s ordi- 
nance providing that all steam cars shall 
stop at all street car crossings was ordered 
= on file on the ground that it was ille- 
gal. 

Ald. Greenacre’s ordinance governing the 
compensation to be paid all Special Assess- 
ment Commissioners. created considerable 
debate and was finally referred to a sub- 
committee composed of Greenacre, Haas, 
Mann, and Kahler. ;

They will be certified to by such depart- 
ments by the chief officer of fhe House of 
Congress in which the measure originates. 
A precedent for this practice was estab- 
lished a few days ago im the case of the con- 
current resolutions relating to the Armenian 
atrocities. They were by the Secretary of 
the Senate certified to the President of the 
United States because they contained a re- 
quest to the Executive ‘‘ to communicate 


these resolutions to the Governments of 


Great Britain, Germany, Austria, France, 
Italy, and Russia,”’ and because they fur- 
ther resolved ‘‘ that the Senate of the United 
States, the House of Representatives con- 
curring, will support the President in the 
most vigorous action he may take for the 
protection and security of American citi- 
zens in Turkey, and to obtain redress for 
injuries committed upon persons and prop- 
erty of such citizens.’’

DUNLOP’S CASE IN SUPREME COURT. 


Eekels Says the Question of a Super- 
sedeas Waits Till Monday. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special.]— 
“ Owing to an omission in the court records 
in the case of Mr, Dunlop,” said John C. 
Eckels, ‘‘ it will not be possible to do any- 
thing this week. We have sent to Chicago 
for the missing ,documents. Meanwhile it 
will be necessary to bide our time until Mon- 
day, inasmuch as the Supreme Court does 
not hold a session on Saturday. There is 
aiso a complication regarding the construc- 
tion that might be placed ona certain rule 
of the United States Court, and until this 
is settled no legal proceedings will be at- 
tempted. As‘a matter of courtesy towards 
Mr. Justice Brown, who has charge of the 
circuit in which Chicago is located, the ap- 
plication for a writ of supersedeas will prob- 
ably be made before him in open court. 
This, of course, is upon the assumptioa that 


the court will decide we have a right to make 


such an application. 

“This is the first case Mr. Forrest has 
ever had before the United States Supreme 
Court, and it was necessary for him to be 
admitted to practice before, he could make 
a motion. Consequently the kind offices of 
Senator Palmer were invoked, and Mr. For- 
rest was admitted to the Supreme Court 
as a practitioner. I do not know how the 
story started that we proposed to ask for 
Iexecutive clemency on the part of the Pres- 
ident of the United States in this case, for 
it has been the understanding among the 
counsel that they. stand or fall by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
on the question of granting a, supersedeas. 
This is in the nature of an appeal, and after 


Judge Grosscup has granted a writ of error~ 


he could not override his own decision with 
an appeal writ. As he put it when applied 
to, he might as well grant a new trial as 
urged by the counsel for the accused. PBPail 
was accepted for Mr. Dunlop in $10,000, 
Messrs. Siegel and Cooper becoming his 
sureties, and this bond will not expire until 
March 14. Should the United States Su- 
preme Court grant the request for the super- 
sedeas it does not follow that there will be 
an immediate hearing. 

‘‘ That will come before the United States 
Supreme Court in the shape of an argument 
some time during the October term, and it 
is not likely there will be a decision for a 
year anda half and possibly two years after- 
wards. 

‘** Meanwhile Mr. Dunlop will give a new 
bail bond, for there can be no execution of 
the sentence of Judge Grosscup while the 
appeal case is pending before the United 
States Supreme Court. 

‘“‘In the argument Mr. Forrest will make 
before the Chief Justice and Associate Jus- 
tices of the court of last resort he will fol- 
low substantially along the lines laid down 
by him in making his appeal. for,a new trial. 
This will set out that there were certain 
technical errors in the, first trial thatyshould 
not operate against Mr. Dunlop.” 


BABCOCK PLANS NEXT CAMPAIGN. 


New Chairman of the Congressional 
Committee Outlines His Course. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special.]— 
Representative Babcock of Wisconsin, who 
was elected Chairman of the Republican 
Congressional committee last night, con- 
ducted the successful campaign which 
brought into the present House such an 
overwhelming majority of Republican mem- 
bers, His success at that time in managing 
a political campaign was phenomenal, and 
it is hinted that in certain conditions he may 
be selected as Chairman of the next Re- 
publican National committee. In discussing 
the plan of campaign Chairman Babcock 
said this afternoon: 

“We shall open special headquarters here 
in Washington early in the year and estab- 
lish an extensive office for the conduct of 
the campaign. Our work will be entirely in 
harmony with that of the National commit- 
tee, and will not conflict with them in any 
way, but while they are devoting special at- 
tention to the Presidential issue we will di- 
rect our energies to securing the election of 
Republican members of Congress. 

‘We shall institute a campaign of educa- 
tion and. go down into all the districts so as 
to insure the Republican President, who is 
certain to be elected, the support of a Re- 
publican House of Representatives. It would 
be an unfortunate thing if, through over- 
confidence, we should elect our President 
and fail to secure control of Congress. Our 
present intention is to have a more co ete 
organization in the Congressional districts 
and better equipped headquarters here in 
Washington than we had two years ago.” 


HOUSE PASSES ONE LARGE BILL. 


Finishes the Legislative Appropria- 
tion and Takes Up Postofilices. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—The House 
today passed the legislative appropriation 
bill, which has been under consideration for 
a week. The House then entered upon the 
consideration of the postoffice appropriation 
bill, the largest of the regular supply bills, 
which carries $91,943,757. During the gen- 
eral debate Mr. Loud explained that the bill 
did not purpose to abandon the inspection 
system begun under this administration, 
but the terms of the bill cut off the force 
employed by the First Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General and increased that of the reg- 
ular inspection force under the Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster-General. A bill was 
passed to abolish the cash payment of pen- 
sions, the purpose of which was to protect 
old veterans who squandered or were 
swindled out of their pensions on quarterly 
pay-days. 


Condition of the Treasury. 
Washington, D. C., March 6.—The Treas- 
ury today lost $1,031,400 in gold coin and 
$19,200 in bars, which leaves the true 
amount of the reserve at $123,946,290.

BOSTON, Mass., March 6.—The Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin will say tomorrow of the wool 
market: 

* The week just passed is the least active known 
for years. *‘oncessions of price would be useless. 
There is s‘mply no demand for wool. Territory 
fine mediuth cloth has slipped down to 32'4c; clean 
anfl FB super pulled is now obtainable at 2 per 
cent clean. Otherwise prices are about as they 
were. Wool is not being pressed for sale. The 
smart advance of 10 per cent at the London anc- 
tions was caused partly by the assurance that our 
tariff on cloth would not be raised, partly by the 
destruction of sheep by drought in Australia. As 
the English will not use our wool, it had no effect 
on the price of American wools. The causes of 
trouble here are the tight money and lack of de- 
mand for clothing and cloths, resulting in the 
general curtailment of production in worsted as 
well as woolen mills.

DIAMOND MATCH AND NEW YORK 
BISCUIT ONLY IN DEMAND. 


Local Stock Market Is Made Up Almost 
Entirely of the Securities of These 
Companies — No Information is 
Forthcoming to Account for Sharp 
Advances—Match Leads with a Gain 
of Six and One-Half Points—Gold to 


Pay for Bonds. 

Diamond Match stock surpassed New York 
Biscuit in the record of sales made on the 
local stock market yesterday. There were 
a total of 5,555 shares of Diamond Match 
sold during the day, while there were only 
6.376 of Biscuit traded in. Both of these 
stocks are known as Moore’s stocks, and the 
strength in the one is supposed to in part 
account for the Strength of the other. Pia- 
mond Match opened at 133, and before the 
Exchange closed sold at 140 account. ‘The 
first sale of account was at 133%, thus show- 
ing an advance of 6% points in the stock 
for the day. The stock sold regular as high 
as 139%, showing the same advance in reg- 
ular as in account sales. It was the biggest 
day Diamond Match has had in many months 


if not in its history. 

There were no new stories on which to 
predicate yesterday’s advance. There is no 
doubt the Diamond Match company is do- 
ing a good business, and is more than earn- 
ing its dividends of 10 per cent upon out- 
It earned last year nearly 
13 per cent upon a capitalization of $11,- 
000,000, and the contract which has been 
made with the French Government will ada 
$200,000 to the company’s receipts this year 
and $100,000 a year for the four years fol- 
lowing. There is a chance of the company 


making a similar contract with the Italian 
Government, though the same amount will 
not be paid for the use of machines in Italy 
that is paid for their use in France. Both 
governments havea monopoly in matchmak- 
ing, and they can afford to pay well for the 
improved machinery, the patents for which 
are controlled by the Diamond Match com- 
pany. ‘This, however, was known a week 
ago. President Barber, who is now in Eu- 
rope, cabled the company several days ago 
of the closing of the French contract and his 
intended departure for Rome. The fact of 
a telegram having been received became 
immediately after its re- 
ceipt, and resulted jn an advance of some 
3 points in the stock. 
All Want Stock at Once. 


Notwithstanding all these facts have been 
in the possession of the public for a week, 
there was no marked advance until yester- 
day. Apparently every one who deals in 
such securities became convinced simulta- 
neously of the value of Match stock, and be- 
gan giving orders for its purchase. It went 
by leaps and bounds to the price named. 
There were sales of 500 shares, account, at 

° and 13314, 700 shares at 134, and 1,700 
shares at 135. After these sales had, been 
made other sales of from one to 100 shares 
were made at steadily advancing prices. 
The stock closed at 139 regular and 130% ac- 
count. Not only this, but brokers were talk- 
ing 160 for the stock withinthe month. Ap- 
parently the buying was being done on the 
good record of the year which has just ended 
and on the prospects of the present year, as 
reported by President Barber. 

New York Biscuit lost its laurel wreath 
yesterday, and another stock became the 
active one in its place. Notwithstanding 
this, there were sales of 5,376 shares, and 
from opening at 89 for both regular and ac- 
count it advanced to 9044 account and 89% 
regular. The story starved the day previous- 
ly about an amalgamation of the three big 
biscuit companies into one giant corpora- 
tion was still being told by brokers who pro- 
fessed to believe its truth. Whatever truth 
there might have been in the rumor, the 
stock was stronger yesterday than it had 
been on any previous day since the beginning 
of the boom on these securities. The open- 
ing was strong, and it continued to gain 
strength until it had passed the 90 mark, 
when there wasa slight reaction, which was 
afterwards made up. It is said large buying 
orders have come from the East, one having 
been given this morning for the purchase of 
8,000 shares. This is said to be for J. D. 
Mason, whose bakery has just been bought 
by the company, and for Mason’s friends. 
That was said to have been one of the con- 
ditions of the trade. 

Predict Further Advances. 


As in the case of the Diamond Match com- 
pany, there was nothing in the rumors to give 
an excuse to the advance. Bets were freely 
offered, however, of further advances in the 
stock to 5, and even to par. The stock at 
the close was almost as strong as it had been 
at any timeduringtheday. The purchase of 
the Mason bakery and the other Baltimore 
bakery, with the securing of the third bak- 
ery in another town, is a bull pointer on the 
stock, but not one of sufficient importance 
to justify an advance of 18 points in a little 
more than one week. Taking the entire 
stock issue of the company for a basis of 
figuring there has been an advance in the 
value in a little more than a week of the 
stock of $1,670,000, or more than 5 per cent. 

The American Trust and Savings Bank 
has begun issuing new stock in place of re- 
ceipts in the International Packing and Pro- 
vision company. There is being issued in its 
place certificates of stock in the new cor- 
poration. The bank desires to have the 
holders of receipts exchange them as soon as 
possible in order that the books may be 
turned over.to the company. 

The United States Treasury Department 
is not being treated quite as it should have 
been by the successful bidders for bonds. 
The call provided the bonds should be paid 
for in gold, and while it was not so stipulat- 
ed it was supposed none of the bidders would 
withdraw gold from the Subtreasuries to 
make payments upon the bonds. That gold 
has beén withdrawn for this purpose is evi- 
dent. The Hanover National Bank of New 
York has secured about $10,000,000 of these 
bonds. The last report of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank showed government deposits of 
practically $10,000,000, This shows that the 
bank has secured interest-bearing bonds 
and at the same time a return of nearly the 
amount paid in by it tothe government. 


Rob Peter to Pay Paul. 


From a telegram received by Edward L. 
Brewster yesterday the information is ob- 
tained that there was drawn out of the Sub- 
treasury in New York yesterday $1,000,000 
in gold for.the account of the Illinois Central 
railroad to be used in paying interest on 
bonds. This money was immediately deposit- 
ed with the Continental National Bank, which 
is a depository for payments in connection 
with the bonds. It was said it had been de- 
posited for the credit of one of the bidders 
who had not completed the payment for his 
bonds. 

Some idea of the manner in which the Sub- 
treasury has been depleted for the gold with 
which to make payments for the bonds 
can be gleaned by the following table, which 
shows the total of deposits and withdrawals 
from the Subtreasury in.New York by days 
from Feb. 8 to March 2, inclusive: :

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Quotations on Stocks and Cash in Wall

NEW YORK. March 6.--Aside from a new low 
record established by Baltimore and Ohio the chief 
points of interest in today's stock market were 
confined to the vagaries of the industrial shares. 
The movements in this class of securities, how- 
ever erratic or inconsistent with the supposed 
facts, are invariably attended by more or less 
ingenious gossip, although quite frequently ma- 
Nipulation pure and simpie causes the tluctuations, 
Tobacco by a large majority exceeded any. other 
individual stock in point of activity and was a 
Close second in extent of weakness. 

The most reasonabie inference that can be drawn 
from the course of this stock is that people who 
have been hoping that the fight between the man- 
agement and the outside concerns will be wound 
up, and who have held on to their securities in the 
belief, are getting worn out and are disposing of 
their lines. ‘The expectation of an additional issue 
of preferred stock also exerts unfavorable influ- 
ence, In the early speculation the price was irreg- 
Ular within a fractional range, but after midday 
there was continuous pressure against the shares, 
resulting in-a decline of 3 percent. The Rubber 
shares, common and preferred, were forced down 
2% and 2 per cent respectively on renewed liquida- 
tion by interests opposed to the present manage- 
ment. The common stock subsequently recovered 
all of the loss on covering by shorts and some sup- 

rting orders by insiders. Chicago Gas rose an 

mportant fraction, but afterwards dropped 144 
per cent on selling by traders on the announcement 
of the postponement until October of the proceed- 
ings in the mandamus application against the Sec- 
retary of State of Illinois. 

The speculation in the railway list, aside from 
Baltimore and Ohio, was uninteresting. The stock 
mentioned touched the lowest point ever reached, 
13, 27% per cent from yesterday's final price. Sub- 
sequentiy, in the face of the depression in the 
general list, the shares developed rallying power, 
making up one-half of the loss. The assignment 
of one of the largest mercantile firms in the coun- 
try in its special line was not credited in the specu- 
lation. The usual Cuban scare news from Wash- 
ington was, however, improved by a show of 
earnestness on the bear side by the traders, but 
the losses were unimportant. The market stiffened 
slightly around midday, but thereafter the selling 
movement again ruled. Irregularity marked the 
closing, but final figures recorded general frac- 
tional losses. 

The general railroad bond market displayed 
an easier tendency. The concessions were, as a 
rule, unimportant, however, and in some cases 
noteworthy gains were established, particularly 
in Detroit Gas fives und Northern Pacific divi- 
dend serip, extended, which rose 5 per cent each. 
The volume of business was below the recent 
average. The total sales were $US°000. 

An improved tone was evident tn gover ents 
on increased business.

classes. The Armour Institute, which owes 
its existence largely to his sage counsels and 
practical business advice, was also repre- 
sented, showing the deep feeling of the offi- 
cers and pupils of the great institution over 
the loss of a friend largely through whose 
instrumentality its advantages have been 
given tothem. There was but one sentiment 
expressed, and that was deep and earnest 
regret at his untimely death and the realiza- 
tion that a most eminent and useful citizen 
had been taken away in the midst of his most 
valuable services, to this city and to the 
country which he had served in high and 
honorable capacity. 


WHY THEY OPPOSE M’KINLEY. 

While it is true that Mr. McKinley is at 
the present writing far ahead of all the 
other candidates for the Republican nom- 
ination, and while the indications decidedly 
are that he will be the choice of the St. 
Louis convention, it cannot have escaped 
the attention of the careful observers that 
there is a good deal of holding back on the 
part of the managing men in the party. 
Men who have been duly constituted the 


‘leaders of the party in many States are op- 


posed to the nomination of Mr. McKinley. 
It will not do to say that these men occupy 
the positions they do through accident or 


‘good luck. -All who are familiar with the 


operations of practical politics know that 
the leaders or “ bosses”’ win their places 
and hold their influence through the most 
arduous service. They are apprentices in 
politics for many years before they. are 
masters. The meh who control the ma- 
chinery of a party call it “ the organiza- 
tion,” and the men who do not control it but 
want to get hold of it call it * the machine.” 
Nobody is put in charge of the organization 
or the “ machine,” as the case may be, un- 
less he has shown great aptitude in politics. 
He must have large experience in all the 
methods of choosing delegates, running con- 
ventions, and especially in carrying élec- 
tions. It is a mistake to hold that the work 
of a party manager is at an end when he 
has carried the primaries and nominated a 
ticket. It has then only fairly begun. 
Looking after the registration and getting 
out the vote are the most important duties 
he has to perform; and, other things being 
equal, he is always in favor of that candi- 
date or those candidates who will make this 
duty easy for him. The element of popular 
good will comes into play more freely in the 
case of a Presidential election than in any 
other, and more depends on the choice of 
the head of the ticket in this case than in 
all the other candidates. 

Why is it that the managing men of the 
party, as we choose to call them, or the 


.“ bosses,” as they are dubbed by those who 


don't like them, are almost to a man op- 
posed to the nomination of McKinley not 
only in Cook County but in all parts of the 
country? Why is it that they are resorting 
to desperate expedients in some instances to 
defeat if possible his nomination? Why 
are so many favorite sons being trotted out’? 
Why do we find the West, and the East, too, 
full of stalking horses? Nobody takes the 
candidacy of Quay seriously. It reminds 
everybody of the alleged candidacy of 
Fitler, once Mayor of Philadelphia. We 
do not wish to derogate anything from the 
dignity of Gen. Manderson, but is anybody 
seriously “for him” in Nebraska? or is 
“ Cush” Davig keeping any large number 


| of Republicans awake o’ nights in Minne- 


sota? We will not impugn the sincerity of 


| the Cullom boom in Illinois; but is there 


anybody. in West Virginia mad enough to 
imagine that the Republican party is ehr- 
| considering the nomination of 
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fact that they do not believe him to be the 
strongest candidate. They think his nom- 
ination will not make it so easy for them to 
carry the elections, State and local, as well 
as that of some other man woulddo, They 
are aware that the radical or ultra element 
of the party is for McKinley, and that it is 
this element which usually controls pri- 
maries and conventions, especially in the 
country. ‘They are aware that the country 
editors are for him and that they constitute 
a powerful and influential class, truthfully 
representing public opinion in their own 
localities and often stimulating and inten- 
sifying it. But they were for McKinley 
before. They were for him and his bill in 
1892, when the Republican party went 
down in crushing and humiliating defeat. 
They are for him again, and, while the man- 
agers of the party do not now believe— and 
Tue TRIBUNE certainly does not believe— 
that he will be defeated if nominated, still 
they think that some other candidate could 
be more easily elected. They think that 
some other candidate would tend to attach 
permanently to the party the converts of 
1894; that some other candidate would in- 
cite a repetition of the phenomenal majori- 
ty of that year, while McKinley would not; 
that some other candidate would put Iili- 
nois again near the 100,000 mark, while 
McKinley would keep it near the 50,000 
mark, and that the result would be pro- 
portionately the same in other States. 

Tue TriIsuNe is unreservedly for Mc- 
Kinley if he is nominated, is not strenuous- 
ly opposed to him ever now, and purposes 
to accept the decision of the St. Louis con- 
vention in loyalty and good faith. Still, the 
fact cannot be blinded and must be stated 
that some other candidate would make it 
easier for the Republican party to carry 
Illinois and almost all the other Northern 
States. Any other candidate will do as 
well in the South, and all are likely to do 
poorly in. the Far West. It is the part of 
wisdom, of common sense, to make it easy 
this year for everybody to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket, and some other candidate will 
more surely do this than William McKinley 
will, 

POLLOCK’S VENEZUELAN REPORT. 

A preliminary publication of the Ven- 
ezuelan Blue Book has appeared in the St. 
James’ Gazette. The preparation of the 
British side of the boundary dispute having 
been confided to Sir Frederick Pollock, who 
was long. connected with the journal in 
question, gives the newspaper report the 
stamp of authenticity, which internal evi- 
dences sustain. ; 

The data upon which the governmental 
document is founded were furnished, we 
are informed, by the Colonial Office, and in- 
clude the results of the researches of the 
Governors of British Guiana from 18035 to 
the present time. The records of the Dutch 
in Essequibot have been drawn upon ex- 
haustively, and nothing tending to establish 
the British contention is neglected. Step 
by step the testimony cellected follows 
the alleged endeavors of the South Amer- 
ican republic to establish concessions within 
the line asserted as its own by the English 
and the measures taken to maintain posses- 
sion. Maps from various sources, Dutch, 
Spanish, French, Venetian, and British, are 
introduced to give ocular evidence of title 
to the territory. between the Orinoco and 
Cuyuni Rivers. One of these, prepared by 
De Lisle, geographer to Louis XV. of 
France, published in 1774, shows a line 
bounding the Dutch territory from Point 
Barinia which is identical with the limits 
of the extreme British contention. 

Sir Frederick Pollock, to whom the prep- 
aration of thisreport was intrusted, occupies 
the honorable position of Corpus Professor 
of Jurisprudence and Professor of the Com- 
mon Law in the University of Oxford. The 
United States, lacking a national seat of 
learning, has no position of precisely sim- 
ilar dignity, which may be said in our sys- 
tem to correspond roughly with the dean- 
ship of one of our great law schools or the 
Presidency of an American college when 
filled by a member of the bar. : 
erick has been identified with the revivifi- 
cation of British law, practical and theoret- 
ical, which followed upon the adoption of 
the New York code and the application of 
the principles of Mill’s inductive logic a 
generation ago; though he must not be con- 
founded with others of the same surname, 
notably Sir William Frederick and Sir 
Charles Edward, whose services in the di- 
rection stated have been far more con- 
spicuous. 

The St. James’ Gazette says of Sir Fred- 
erick’s work in the international contro- 
versy: 

We can predict that the British case against 
the Venezuelan pretension to ownership right down 
to the west bank of the Essequibo River will be 
shown by Pollock to be overwhelming. The 
strength of his statement is. likely to be remark- 
able for the mastery of detail and skill with which 
the evidence is collected and for the force and 
clearness of its conclusions. The reports show the 
Dutch from the earliest times held possession of 
the coast of Guiana far north of the mouth of 
the Orinoco, implying the right of ownership in 
Hinterland, a right exercised by the Dutch, who 
in the sixteenth century had coffee, sugar, ani 
cotton plantations far up the river.

There is in this bit of British bluster noth- 
ing to give pause to the American inquiry.

GIVE THE PROPERTY-OWNERS A VOICE. 

The Real Estate Board has asked the 
voters to support no Aldermanic candidate— 

Who will not pledge himself neither to introduce 
nor vote for any ordinance calling for a special 
assessment except on a petition of a majority of 
the resident ownership affected, or where the Com- 
missioner of the Board of Public Works, after 
giving resident owners and agents a chance for 
@ hearing, asks for an improvement as a public 
necessity. 

It has also asked the Mayor to veto all, 
ordinances for improvements except when 
introduced on petition or by request of the 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

These two requests are proper ones, and 
the voters and Mayor should comply with 
them. In ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 


dred where an improvement is needed a 
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law. So they

and the public need does not require 
them. Ordinances are . passed against 
the_remonstrances of most of the front- 
age owners to oblige a few who 
may be specially benefited, or to pur 
ish some who have made themselves of- 
fensive to Aldermen. Sometimes the prop- 
erty-owners want one kind of improvement 
and the Alderman, wishing to accommo- 
date a pet contractor, insists on another 
kind. Generally the Alderman has had his 
way. 

It is right that the property-owners should 
have considerable to say about improve- 
ments which they have to pay for. It is 
not proper that a majority of them, being 
close-fisted, should have the power to pre- 
vent work which may be needed to make 
the street fit for public use, and if the plan 
of ‘the Real Estate Board is carried out 
they will not have that power. But they 


will, as they ought to, have a good deal» 


more to say than they do now about the 
levying of special assessments, which are 
often very burdensome. 

It may be difficult to induce the Alder- 
men to surrender any of the power which 
they have been in the habit of exercising, 
often so oppressively, but if the Mayor will 
use his veto power freely when the prop- 
erty-owners ask him to do so he can pro- 
tect them in many cases. No doubt he will 
do what the Real Estate Board has asked

THE SPANISH CRISIS. 

Spain is in an awkward condition. She 
can hardly hope to carry on the war with 
Cuba during the two years which Gen. Wey- 
ler has stated it may take to subdue the 
“ bandits,” and certainly is in bad shape 
to undertake a war with the United States 
or any other power. Her present financial 
means are near the exhaustion point, and it 
is a question how more money is to be 
raised. When the war broke out the gov- 
ernment had authority to issue bonds to the 
amount of about 125 million dollars, this 
being the remainder of a loan for 175 mill- 
ions which had been authorized five years 
previously to refund the Cuban debt of 
1886 and arrears. Some 50 millions had 
been sold: before the outbreak, and the rest 
was turned over by the Cortes to the min- 
istry for use in carrying on the struggle. 
Two-thirds of this 125 millions has been 
sold at about 80 per cent, mostly taken by 
the Bank of Spain. The whole has been 
guaranteed by Spain, thus making it a debt 
that would have tb be assumed by any 
power that might take Cuba, but the loan 
is far from being an attractive one while 


the country is heavily in debt, with a great- - 


ly reduced revenue and a large increase of 
expenditures. There is no revenue from 
Cuba, and the domestic revenues are seri- 


ously curtailed by depression in the agri- | 


cultural and manufacturing districts be- 
cause the Cuban market for their products 
has been cut off. 

It is stated that the money now available 
will meet, up to the close of April, the cur- 
rent expenditures of about a million dollars 
per week. Then a market must be sought 
for about 42 million dollars of bonds, and 
the question is, Who will take them? There 
is by no means an assured sale for them, 
even at a heavy discount, and if sold at par 
the proceeds would not be half enough. 
Gen. Weyler’s estimate of two years’ time 
for suppressing the insurrection would 
mean at least 100 million dollars at the 
current rate of expenditure, but evidently 
that rate will have to be increased to meet 
the augmenting power of the Cubans, un- 
less the contest be abandoned. 

The latest news indicates that the situa- 
tion is regarded by the Spaniards as crit- 
ical. The ministry has dissolved the Cortes. 
This means a general election and the choice 
of many new members. It also probably 
means that the ministry feels it needs a 
fresh grant of power from the people who 
cast the votes, without which the contest 
must speedily come to an end disastrously 
for Spain. If the new Cortes grants ample 
supplies, and they can be realized, which 


. | is far from certain, the war may be carried

on with renewed vigor, entailing further 
loss to the Cuban patriots and much more 
suffering to the unhappy people of that 
island, whether belonging to, one or the 
other side or vainly trying to preserve a 
peaceful neutrality. But it scarcely can 
result in placing the Cuban neck again 
under the iron heel of Spain, The “* insur- 
rection” has progressed too far to make 
submission probable, or even possible, and 
it may be that the new Cortes will see the 
matter in this light, with the result of a 
voluntary abandonment of the fight by 
Spain on Cuba before the resources of the 
former are utterly exhausted. 


HARTMAN AND PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 

If Congressman Hartman of Montana 
were not an advocate of that dishonest and 
ruinous policy known as the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 he would not 
have made the assault on the President he 
did on Thursday. He would not have at- 
tempted to pervert some truthful state- 
ments made at the meeting of the Board of 
Home Missions into an attack on the citi- 
zens of any State or Territory. 

The President said that “ gambling- 
houses and dramshops are frequently 
among the first establishments in a new 
community ”; that has been the case ad- 
mittedly for the last fifty years at least.

These conditions, if unchecked and uncorrected, 
fix upon the new conimunity by their growth and 
expansion a character and disposition which, 
while dangerous to peace and order in the early 
stages of settlement, develop into badly regulated 
municipalities, corrupt and unsafe Territories, and 
undesirable States. 

No intelligent man can deny that propo- 
sition, for its truth is self-evident. But it 
pleased the free silverite Hartman to as- 
sume that the President said what he did 
for the purpose of preventing the con- 
version of Arizona and New Mexico into 
States, and that his innocent and truthful 
remarks were designed to blacken the char- 
acter of the people of the trans-Missouri 
States.

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OR a company dinner or luncheon new 
Salads are indispensable. A few recipes 
may help the hostess out of some cul- 
inary dilemma. 

To make a salad of stuffed cucumbers cut 
the bitter point or a small piece from the 
ends of twd medium-sized cucumbers, peel 
them, and cut them into halves lengthwise; 
scrape out the seeds, and lay the cucumbers 
in ice water for an hour or more. Peel one 
tomato, cut it in half, and remove the seeds; 
chop the solid part with half a slice of onion, 
one stalk of celery, and a sprig of parsley 
until all are fine, and mix them with a little 
mayonnaise dressing. Wipe the cucumbers 
with a soft cloth and fill with the chopped 
mixture, putting a little more dressing over 
the top. Cover a small platter with lettuce 
leaves and place the filled cucumbers diag-

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onally across the dish, and in serving them

To make stuffed beet salad, boil red Ber- 
muda beets of medium size until well cooked, 
and remove the skin while warm. Cut off the 
end of the beet, and with a sharp round-end 
knife take out the centers, making a thick 
cup of each beet. Let them stand over night 
in vinegar. When ready to serve take crisp 
celery'and chop. fine, and mixed the celery 
with a mayonnaise dressing. Place the beet

For a chestnut salad use the large French 
chestnuts, Shell and blanch the nuts and 
boil them until tender in salted water. Take 
out the nuts and cut them in pieces. Cover 
with a mayonnaise dressing and place on 
dainty lettuce leaves to serve. If a french 
dressing is preferred put it over the nuts 
while they are warm, but serve:the salad 
cold. ' 

Another salad to serve with gameds made 
of acid oranges, walnuts, and watercress. 
Peel the oranges and remove all the white 
skin. Slice them very thin, cutting down the 
sides instead of across the fruit. Arrange 
them in two rows on a flat dish and scatter 
walnut meats over them. On either side of 
the slices and thr6dugh the center place rows 
of watercress. Make a dressing of two table- 
spoonfuls of lemon juice and four of olive oil, 
season with salt and cayenne pepper, and 
pour over the salad. Place the dish in the 
refrigerator, so that the salad may be very 
cold when served. 

Fruit salads, as they are called, are very 
popular, and often are served for a first 
course. Have dainty, pretty glasses and fill 
them with chopped pineapple, thinly sliced 
bananas, white grapes cut in halves and 
seeded, the pulp and the juice of the orange, 
and candied cherries. Cover witha dressing 
made of four tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar, one gill of sherry, one tablespoonful 
of maraschino, and two of champagne. Stir 
until the sugar is dissolved and then pour 
over the fruit and let them stand in a cold 
place an hour before serving.
